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REARMAMENT AND BUILDING WORKS 


Some weeks ago we pleaded in these columns for a 
declaration of intentions on the part of the Govern- 
ment in regard to defence works that might enable 
the building industry to formulate a plan for regulating 
the supply of building labour; for settling certain 
difficulties occasioned by the urgency of the Govern- 
ment programme; and for ensuring that,’so far as 
possible, the continuity of activity shall be maintained 
after that period of urgency be ended. 

Apart from one conference between the National 
Federation of Employers and the Government (reported 
in our issue for April 2) the Government has not con- 
ferred with the industry, nor has it given any indication 
of the volume or extent in point of time of its defence 
programme. The building industry remains in the 
dark. Whether any information will be divulged at 
the conference to be held on Monday between the 
Government representatives and the Employers and 
Operatives remains to be seen. 

We referred in that previous article to the danger 
to future economic stability that may occur if the 
present position of abnormal constructional activity 
continues without plans being laid for the future, and 
we are glad to note that that warning has been endorsed 
by the retiring President of the Birmingham Chamber 
. of Commerce (Mr. Philip Achurch), who calls for “an 

intelligent public works policy, scientifically applied . . . 
- adjusted to fluctuating requirements.” Quite obviously, 

the first step in such a plan is for the industry to be 

made aware of the extent of the Government’s pro- 
gramme, lest the substance be forsaken for the shadow. 

Mr. Achurch’s speech is reported on page 890, and we 

commend it to our readers’ attention. 


CORONATION DECORATIONS 


‘HE old superstition that loyalty to the Crown and 
Empire could be expressed in no other way than 
by a liberal display of red, white and blue, dies hard, 
and tends to make painful any public occasion where 
these qualities are to the forefront. In London we are 
fortunate to have the civic display designed under 
skilled architectural advice in many cases, and we are 
glad to hear that in many country towns, the architect, 
as the natural planner, is not being ignored in this 
matter. : 
A tasteful and orderly display of harmonious form 


and colour gives dignity to the necessarily individual 


efforts of private citizens, which rightly take their place 
behind the civic plan, and we recommend those towns 
which are anxious to rank with the best in the Coronation 
dress to make full use of their architect citizens, who 
are always willing to show their public spirit on such 
occasions. 


THE DOME OF ST. PAUL’S 


"THE publication of another volume of the Wren 
Society dealing with St. Paul’s (reviewed on 

page 874) revives again the always interesting topic of 
the dome of the Cathedral, its construction, and Wren’s 
devices for carrying it safely on the sub-structure. The 
volume shows clearly that after the acceptance of the 
Warrant Design, with its absurd crowning feature of a 
combined dome and spire, Wren’s fertile brain was 
constantly at work in the endeavour to find a satis- 
factory dome shape and the means of poising the 
structure safely on piers and bastions. Various designs 
for domes are shown by contemporary engravings, 
Some of which are now on exhibition at the Soane 
useum, One very interesting alternative, reproduced 
with our review, shows a solid drum and wall, with the 
dome built up in horizontal courses, in the manner of 
Brunelleschi’s great dome at the Cathedral at Florence. 
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That the dome structure of St. Paul’s as we see it 
to-day was in itself a brilliant afterthought is 
apparent from the fact that its weight is so unequally 
distributed over the piers and that Wren was driven 
to various expedients, such as chains and counterforts, 
to resist the tremendous pressure of the brick cone, 
with its surmounting lantern. No doubt if Wren had 
not been so much bothered by interfering clergy and 
others he would have designed the Cathedral as he 
wished it to be at the start, and would never have 
created for himself the problem of poising his great 
dome on a sub-structure ill suited to receive it. 


THE ARMY VOCATIONAL TRAINING CENTRE 


AM who have had any experience of the excellent 

work of the Army Vocational Training Centre, 
Aldershot, in training soldiers to take up trades in the 
building industry on the completion of their military 
service, will hear with real regret that there is a prospect 
of the Centre being broken up and its work taken over 
by the Ministry of Labour. We have had many oppor- 
tunities of inspecting the work of the Centre, and have 
been invariably impressed with the excellence of the 
instruction given and the keenness of the students 
under the able and enthusiastic direction of Lt.-Col. 
Ben Hurst. We hope that it may yet be possible for 
the authorities to reconsider what we cannot but 
regard as an unfortunate decision. 


THE SOUTH-EASTERN SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS 


"T HOSE who have noted with regret the passing of 

that untiring organiser of the youngest and biggest 
of the Allied Societies—the late Mr. R. Goulburn 
Lovell—will be gratified to learn that the presidential 
chair is being taken over by Mr. John L. Denman, of 
Brighton, an architect of talent and experience with a 
charming personality. The difficult task of filling 
the shoes of Mr. Lovell, to whom the Society owed its 
inception, is thus taken up under the most favourable 
circumstances, and we may look to this large body of 
Home Counties architects to continue its useful work, 
and to enter into the mature programme of the parent 
Institute. 


This body of many hundreds of practising architects 
on the fringe of London may find itself in a unique 
position to link up effectively the outlooks of the London 
and Provincial practitioners, and the weight of opinion 
it contains may prove a decisive force in Institute 
policy, if its counsels are wisely conceived and its plans 
moderate and broad in view. 


“FROM ALTARS OF JAPAN... .” 


"TH announcement that a gang of workmen engaged 

on a job in the City struck on account of the 
threatened deprivation of their afternoon cup of tea 
appears to have surprised a number of people who, if 
we judge aright, were of the opinion that the brick- 
layer’s mainstay was a beverage of a very different 
nature. In point of fact, the building trade under 
modern conditions works very largely on tea, whatever 
its choice for leisure hours, and therein shows its wisdom, 
if one may judge from the recent deliberations of the 
National Industrial Safety First Conference, which 
advocates a break for tea every afternoon, without 
deduction of wages, as a means of avoiding industrial 
accidents. 

Only those persons who regret the passing of tradition, 
as represented by the present ubiquity of “ The Brick- 
layers’ Arms,” will mourn this change, and, -though 
we may live to see that sign applied to the milk-bar, 
few will question the good sense of the modern operative.

Liverpool Architectural 
Society’s R.1.B.A. Medal. 


Wits a view to encouraging excellence 
of design in architecture, the Liverpool 
Architectural Society has decided to 
award a medal, presented by the R.I.B.A., 
for the building of most exceptional merit 
erected by a member, or members, in the 
association, during the five years ending 
December last. In future the award will 
be made in alternate years. The jury is 
constituted as follows: Professor’ R. A. 
Cordingley; Mr. J. L. Stocks, Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University of Liverpool; and 
Sir Frederick Marquis; Mr. G. B. How- 
croft, appointed by the Manchester 
Society of Architects; and two architects, 
not competing, who will be appointed by 
the council of the Liverpool Society. The 
jury will also have power to co-opt mem- 
bers of the branches. 


Sale of Lord Rothschild’s 


Collection. 


Tue sale of Lord Rothschild’s fine col- 
lection this week—April 19 to 22—by 
Messrs. Sotheby, at his residence in 148, 
Piccadilly, was of exceptional interest to 
the art-loving public. The house itself was 
built by Baron Lionel Nathan de 
Rothschild from his own designs in 1865; 
and his collection, formed during the 30 
years preceding, was of sufficient import- 
ance at the time to be mentioned by 
Waagen in his famous “ Art Treasures of 
England,” published in 1854. The two 
most striking features of this collection 
are the fine group of Dutch paintings of 
the 17th century, and the really magnifi- 
cent French furniture of the Louis XIV 
to Louis XVI periods, éven going back to 
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Louis XIII. Among the Dutch masters 
Gabriel Metsu is well represented, and 
Pieter de Hooch, Nicholas Maes, Van der 
Neer (in the famous Beckford collection 
at Fonthill, 1823), Van de Velde in his 
fine sea-pieces, and David Teniers. The 
furniture is of extraordinary richness and 
quality: the “‘ Ceres’ table (Louis XIV 
period), in the manner of André Boulle, 
is a masterpiece. The interior of the 
house is very fine, especially in the centre 
court and ballroom, admirably designed 
for receptions; but the bedroom accom- 
modation is placed extremely high. 


Scottish Pavilions, 
Empire Exhibition, 1938. 

It is expected that work will commence 
on the Empire Exhibition, Bellahouston 
Park, Glasgow, towards the end of July. 
The Scottish National Pavilions (one of 
which is illustrated in these pages) will 
provide a comprehensive exhibit of Scot- 
tish arts and crafts, and will be situated 
near the main entrance to the exhibition 
in Paisley-road West. One will cover an 
area of 15,840 sq. ft., and will be 350 ft. 
long. The other will be 13,618 sq. ft., 
228 ft. long. Towers more than 100 ft. high 
will rise above the main buildings. A 
contract for the steelwork, of which 400 
tons will be used, has been -placed. Mr. 
T. S. Tait, F.R.I.B.A., is the architect.

Matter in the 

Wrong Places. 

Tur impulse in so many to use their 
hands in making things, the natural 
desire for craftsmanship, which has diffi- 
culty in this mechanical age to find an 
outlet, may offer some explanation of the 
number of pictures and kindred works 
of art on which so many, exercise them- 
selves. And when we hear of 15,000 or 
even more so-called works of art sub- 
mitted to the Royal Academy alone, of 
which only a small number of those sent 
in can be exhibited, and far fewer sold, 
may this not be partly accounted for by 
the fact that industry no longer absorbs 
this energy? The cruder modernist abbera- 
tions are to be regarded as faculty exer- 
cising itself, in the absence of a more 
natural outlet, in a vacuum! But apart 
from this instance, no one wants all these 
examples, of which only quite a small 
number rank as works of art. This 
enormous output of laborious idleness is 
a feature arising out of the lack of its 
proper opportunity in industry. May it 
not also be regarded as an outcome of the 
art school, which has liberated a great 
amount of activity? All forms of educa- 
tion produce misfits, and this is particu- 
larly noticeable where art education is 
concerned. The plethora of pictures sent 
in to exhibitions is the result of this mis- 
taken outlook. The artist is born, not 
made, and there will, in any case, always 
be more craftsmen than artists. Crafts- 
manship is misapplied when occupied on 
that which cannot justify its usefulness, 
and for which there is therefore no place. 


We ought not to assume that any large 
number of persons are originally creative. 
Time was when the craftsman was con- 
tented to follow the leadership of the 
artist. But we are all artists now, and so 
many, who should be content to follow 
their guidance and so build up a tradi- 
tion, flounder completely out of their 
depth. 


New Maternity 
Hospital, Paisley. 

PaistEy Town Council has decided 
that the Public Health Committee recon- 
sider the question of the appointment of 
an architect for the new maternity hospi- 
tal to be erected on the Hawkhead estate. 
This action of the Council followed upon 
the receipt of a letter signed by a num- 
ber of architects in the town mdicating 
that it was a matter of great concern that 
so much of the municipal work of the 
burgh was being carried out by architects 
outside the burgh. The matter arose as 
the result of a decision by the Public 
Health: Committee recommending the 
appointment of Messrs. Sir John Burnet, 
Tait and Lorne as the architects of the 
new hospital.

“FLYING KITES.” 


A DECORATIVE WALL PANEL. 
MISS MILDRED ELDRIDGE, ARTIST. 
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DIFFERENCES between English and 
American housing and planning were 
stressed by Sir Raymond Unwin, LL.D., 
P.-P.R.I.B.A, in an address which he gave 
before the Royal Society of Arts on Wed- 
nesday, April 21. Sir Percy A. Harris, 
Bt., D.L., M.A., M.P., presided. 

Sir Raymond said that the association 
of housing with planning was justified 
because the dwelling areas occupied much 
the largest part of a town and the dwel- 
lings represented the longest investment 
in the capital value of towns. When 
comparing the attitudes adopted towards 
such subjects and the methods of hand- 
ling the problems to which they gave rise 
which were characteristic of the English 
and American peoples, while recognising 
how much in race and tradition they 
shared, the great difference in their cir- 
cumstances since they parted company 
and the causes of that parting must not 
be overlooked. Nor must the significance 
in this connection be missed of the coin- 
cidence in the year 1776 of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the publication 
of Adam Smith’s ‘ Wealth of Nations,” 
which might almost rank as the In- 
dividualists’ Bible. The Americans had 
experienced absentee and not too sym- 
pathetic Governments, and started with 
dislike and suspicion of all Government 
action. The open frontier which offered 
profitable careers to all who had energy 
to seek them during the whole of the 
19th century confirmed their belief in an 
economic individualism more rugged 
than ever found acceptance in England. 
The suspicion of Government dictated 
the constitution, dividing the land into 
many sovereign states, delegating only 
limited powers to the Federal Govern- 
ment and dividing them between Con- 
gress, Senate, and President, with the 
Supreme Court as arbiter.

“This arrangement,” proceeded the 
speaker, “greatly increases the difficulty 
of any action to promote housing or plan- 
ning on the part of the Federal Govern- 
ment, which has no status in relation to 
municipal affairs and no control over 
local governing authorities such as in 
England is exercised through the Ministry 
of Health. These facts but serve to in- 
crease the significance of the important 
place which planning is assuming in 
American administration, and the great 
efforts being made to promote housing for 
the lower income groups. 

** Previous to the depression, housing by 
public authorities was unknown in the 

‘States. The lower income groups were 
mostly housed in the leavings of the 
better-to-do, who could afford to ‘take the 
new houses. ‘All move up one place,’ 
was the rule, as in Alice’s Tea Party. 

“The problem was forced into pro- 
minence by the need to find work for the 
many- millions of unemployed after the 
1931 slump, and the obvious fact that of 
all forms of public work, house building 
for jthe lower income groups was one of 
the most economical and beneficial which 
could be found. Building of all kinds was 
more completely paralysed than almost 
any, other-industry. — 

“The Federal Government first tried to 


promote local public utility societies—or 
limited dividend corporations as, they are 


knoe there. .Locat finance’ was not 
available, and they had to undertake the 
work themselves from Washington, thus 
centralising an activity which is essenti-

ally local. This has ‘put housing on the 
map.’ The paralysis of building for about 
five years and the increase in the number 
of families have together created an 
urgent problem of scarcity. Now, there- 
fore, legislation known as the Wagner Bill 
is proposed to enable a Federal Housing 
Authority to be set up which will be 
empowered to give financial assistance on 
a large scale to States, Local Authorities, 
and Housing Associations to encourage 
house building. 


Effect of Costs on Rents. 

“The problem is very difficult: the 
relation between costs and rents, and 
between these rents and the people’s 
incomes, are more unfavourable even 
than they are here. Many other prob- 
lems, which completely exceed the areas 
and powers of any individual local 
authorities or States, have become acute 
and are forcing the people to abandon 
much of their exaggerated individualism 
and obliging the Federal Government to 
encourage State planning and undertake 
national planning on an extensive scale. 
Planning is, in fact, assuming a key posi- 
tion of great interest. 

*‘In England housing became a burning 
question owing to the cessation of build- 
ing during the War and the very rapid 
increase in family units due to the 
general reduction in the number of per- 
sons in each family. We did not use 
house building as direct relief. Our plan- 
ning, too, sprang from different causes, 
and is not subject to like constitutional 
restrictions; but, on the other hand, it 
tends to be of a regulatory and restrictive 
character, based on local considerations, 
and not of a positive and national char- 


- acter promoting the best conservation 


and development of the resources of the 
land.”’

THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL, 1937 


THE object of the Public Heal) 
(Drainage of Trade Premises) Bill, which 
is now before Parliament, and may 
become law this session, is to permit 
“trade effluent,’ which is defined » 
“any liquid, either with or without 
particles of matter in suspension therein,” 
and which is produced in the course of 
any trade or industry in “trade premises,” 
that is premises used or intended to be 
used for carrying on any trade or industry, 
to be discharged into public sewers. The 
consent of the local authority is neces 
sary, or the matter may be dealt with 
under “ trade effluent by-laws,” which the 
local authority can make under the Ae, 
or where they are in default in this 
matter, by the Minister of Health. All 
by-laws must be confirmed by the 
Minister, and these ‘‘trade effluent by- 
laws ”’ are to cease to have effect on the 
expiration of ten years from the date m™ 
which they are made. The Minister, 
however, may extend this period. 

No trade effluent shall be discharged 
from any “‘ trade premises ’’ into a local 
authority’s public sewer unless the ownet 
or occupier of the premises serves “4 
trade effluent notice” on the authonly 
specifying the nature and composition 0 
the trade effluent, the maximum quantily 
it is proposed to discharge on any ot 
day, and the highest rate at which it! 
proposed to discharge it. If the local 
authority refuse their consent, an @ 
lies to the Minister of Héalth. 

Under the Bill, agreements can b 
entered into between authorities a 
traders or other authorities. Agall 
owners or occupiers of any land on # 
under which is a sewer, drain, pip 
channel or outlet used or intended 
used for discharging any trade effiuent 
into a local authority’s river, must, whe 
so requested in writing by the authority, 
produce plans of the same, allow copl# 
to be made by the authority, and f 
all reasonable information with reg# 
to the effluent.

A SATELLITE TOWNS EXHIBITION — 


By JAMES BURFORD, F.R.1.B.A., A:M.T.P,I. 


Any effort directed towards clearing 
London’s town planning problems de- 
gerves attention. Such is the exhibition 
now being held by the Garden Cities and 
Town Planning Association in their rooms 
at 13, Suffolk-street, Pall Mall East, An 
exhibition of this limited size can only 


‘add a brief statement to the evidence, 


but within this limit that statement must 
he allowed its due importance. The 
Association speaks first for the prosecu- 
tion. The danger seems to be that in 
indicting so much that is bad, so much 
that is good may be forgotten. But I 
suppose nobody doubts that the case 
exists, and few would deny that the case 
is urgent. 

The thesis on which this exhibition 
rests is that this London has grown to 
an unmanageable size, and imperatively 
something must be done to stop it. Inci- 
dentally, that idea has been put forward 
time and again from the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, if not before. The green belt, 
which was to mark the limits of the city’s 
consecutive growth, has stretched to a 
wider circumference with each succeed- 
ing generation. But there must surely 
be a limit somewhere, and we have 
grounds for thinking that limit already 
passed. The real measure here seems to 
he the human scale in relation to the 
element of time. That, at least, is one 
way of putting it. Mere bulk or volume 
is no virtue in itself alone. There is a 
world of difference between growth and 
expansion. Growth is the result of 
vitality. Expansion is too often the con- 
comitant of putrefaction. To say the 
least of it, it is a mere inflation. 

The organisers of this exhibition appear 
to have no doubt in their diagnosis of 
the disease. London is too large and too 
full. Nor are they less clear as to the 
remedy. Their cure is Decentralisation 
and Satellite Towns. That means 
Recentralisation under control, the new 
centres retaining some degree of connec- 
tion -with, or dependence on, the old 
centre. One is left with the inescapable 
reflection that the problem and its solu- 
tion cannot be quite so simple as that. 
T have no wish to do the Association an 
injustice. It may, and I hope has, 
answers to questions that arise. This 
exhibition does not suggest the answers; 
but, after all, an exhibition must stop 
somewhere. If it stirs inquiry it has done 
a service. 

Assuming that de- or re-centralisation 
has relieved the old centre, may not the 
old centre be left swept and garnished 
and ready for seven other little devils 
worse than the first? There are clearly 
two parallel problems in this respect. 
Recentralisation achieved, the old Lon- 
don remains. It cannot be left to stagna- 
tion or corruption. What steps can be 
taken to ensure that the energy formerly 
expended in expansion will be exerted on 
improvement within the very wide 
boundaries of the circumscribed area? 
The creation of new towns is an easy 
undertaking relative to the difficulties of 
re-creating an old one. The central prob- 
lem stands. The stoppage of expansion 
and the building of satellite towns contri- 


butes little to the solution of the central 


problem beyond the definition of the 
limits of that problem. That, at least, is 
one step forward. 

he term “ satellite town” implies, as 
IT have suggested, some degree of connec- 
tion with, or dependence on, the old 
centre. To what extent is this condition 





necessary to the foundation of a new 
town? Must such a town inevitably rely 
in its beginnings on its usefulness as a 
dormitory? If so, is the weaning process 
assured? History suggests the difficulty 
of the deliberate foundation of indepen- 
dent towns. Must history necessarily 
repeat itself? Is there not, perhaps, a 
danger that a ring of satellite towns may 
so sap the life of the parent city that 
that city becomes ultimately a mere 
mechanism serving the needs of the sur- 
rounding satellites? Is that, perhaps, the 
intention? If so, is it an intention to be 
encouraged? Decentralisation in the past 
has notoriously left the central problem 
unsolved. I believe the City of Liverpool 
claims central improvement as a direct 
result of an outward settlement of popu- 
lation. Problems in central London are 
more complex. What effect will decen- 
tralisation, or recentralisation, have on 
them? I am asking questions. There are 
very many more that might be asked. 
If one of the chief purposes of an exhibi- 
tion such as this is to stimulate discus- 
sion, then I think it will not fail in its 
intention. 

I should like to permit myself, at this 
stage, a word of friendly criticism. It is 
questionable whether the organisers 
further their aims by an instance of 
dubious argument. There is exhibited an 
air view, taken from so many thousand 
feet up, of some of the best planned parts 
of London (and some parts of London are 
supremely well planned). Prominent 
captions indicate its chaotic appearance. 
After some experience of aerial photo- 
graphy, I venture to suggest that a chaotic 
appearance is common to any scene 
viewed from such an altitude. Aerial views 
of some smaller and more questionable 
areas (there are many to choose from) 
viewed from a few thousand feet lower 
down would have been more convincing. 

The photographs, drawings, and exhibits 
generally are well arranged; divided into 
sections and clearly labelled. The views 
of Letchworth, though that town would 
repel the suggestion of its being a 
satellite, have the advantage of showing 
this kind of development in a state of 
maturity. To Letchworth goes in large 
measure the honour of being a pioneer. 
Later planning at Welwyn has. clearly 
profited from the experience gained in the 
earlier foundation. The _ illustrations 
of these two towns should be read_ to- 
gether. The established maturity of the 
one should be assumed in the case of the 
other for a fair assessment of the ulti- 
mate intention. There are advantages 
about living in such towns as these. They 
may be interestingly compared with areas 
lying within the proposed green belt, 
such as the Bedford estates, Ladbroke 
Grove, Regent’s Park, to many of the 
groups of London squares, or the environs 
of Blackheath. But there are compari- 
sons without number, and of a different 
kind, to which a very different answer will 
be given, and I ask again: How do we 
re-create this London?

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~ THE. DESIGN OF ST. PAUL’S: 


VOL. XIV OF THE WREN SOCIETY 


Reviewed by S. E. DYKES 


- Tue Wren Society; which devoted its 
first three volumes to St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, has now returned tothe subject in 
its latest volumes, 13 and 14. These, and 
the two further volumes now in hand, are 
given up to the publication of the Cathe- 
dral accoutits, this particular volume 14 
covering the period from 1685 to 1695. It 
is dedicated to the Worshipful. Company 
of Carpenters. of the City of London in 
honour of the master carpenters. of the 
Cathedral; John Longland, Israel Knowles 
and Richard Jennings. ; 

To commend such a book is unneces- 
sary, because the works of the Wren 
Society have already set a standard for 
themselves that is well known. Volume 14 
reflects the diligence and editorial care 
of its predecessors, and surpasses them 
only in bulk. This is partly due to the 
reproduction of 54 plates..of engravings 
and drawings of the Cathedral made prior 
to 1800 and selected from the great num- 
ber available to show the growth of the 
design and:the intentions of the architect. 
They include also some drawings of Inigo 
Jones’s west front to old St. Paul’s and 
Wren’s great model. design; as well as one 
of the Chapter House on the north side of 
St. Paul’s Churchyard. It is interesting

to compare this fine brick building, later 
a canon’s house, and now a bank, with 
the Deanery built by Wren in Dean’s 
Lane, to the south-west of the Cathedral. 
Forty yéars separate the two, and the 
Chapter House may be regarded as Wren’s 
last work. 

The plates serve to emphasise what is 
apt to be forgotten—that the Cathedral 
was not “‘a fixed paper design that took 
an unusually long time in execution.” 
During the 37 years of its erection the 
design of many features, notably the 
dome and western towers, was in a state 
of fluidity, and Wren evidently shared the 
reluctance many architects experience to 
make up his mind until he was forced tv. 
In the form in which some of these 
engravings illustrate the western towers, 
these were respectable but tame, being 
rather cupolas than steeples. They doubt- 
less owe much of their final success to 
the practice Wren acquired through 
designing the City churches. 

The dome seems to have given Wren 
just the trowble that so often ensues when 
a cherished design has to be drastically 
remodelled without being altogether 
scrapped. In the great model scheme the 
problem of the dome was on the whole

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satisfactorily treated, and Wren may wel} 
have looked back with regret to this 
favourite design abandoned. In a perspec. 
tive section, which it is suggested May 
be dated about 1726, the lower part of the 
Cathedral is shown as built, but the dome 
indicates what no doubt was an earlier 
intermediate stage in its evolution. No 
timber is shown in its construction, anq 
no cone to carry the lantern. What may 
well have helped to determine the design 
and construction of the dome as actually 
built was possibly constructional 
anxiety. It is pointed out here that as 
early as 1689 the accounts hint at trouble 
ahead through the composite character 
of the main piers. Wren henceforward 
made every effort to minimise the weight 
and thrusts of the upper part, and to 
secure continuity of structure with all the 
spreading possible of the great load upon 
the piers. “It may be assumed that in 
1675, when the work began, Wren was 
strongly influenced by the experienced 
master masons, Edward and Joshua 
Marshall and Thomas Strong, who would 
have a limited idea of the direct action 
and stress of the great weight involved in 
a new form of building for which the tra- 
ditional medizeval construction was wholly 
unsuitable. Wren kept his own counsel, 
and nothing was allowed to appear of his 
secret anxieties. It is only through the 
recent remedial work that the full extent 
of the risk that he took has been fully 
realised, as well as the great skill with

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which he dealt successfully with such an 
acute problem, Napoleon wrote in scorn 
of Soufflot’s Pantheon: “Cette Eglise 
dont le Dome menace ruine, a couté un 
million,” and Rondelet, the architect’s 
pupil, had to build up some of the open- 
ings to save the structure. Sir Christopher 
Wren realised the position in time to gain 
a respite of two centuries. 

As to the interior treatment of the 
dome, the great model design, in which 
the only ornament is simple coffering, 
shows what was probably the architect’s 
real wish. There is a tradition that Wren 
disliked Sir James Thornhill’s paintings 
in the dome, which contradict its struc- 
ture, although he was not averse to paint- 
ing in the right place and of the right 
kind. The whole of the interior stone- 
work was, in fact, oiled and painted with 
his approval, and while he was still in 
charge of the work ‘“‘ designs for paint- 
ings were obtained and trial cupolas so 
painted were submitted.” Of the com- 
petitors Wren is thought to have favoured 
Pellegrini, whose work is to be seen in 
the cupola and its pendentives of the 
great hall at Castle Howard. A well- 
known example of a completely painted 
interior of this time is the hall at Green- 
wich Hospital. When the: paint was 
removed from the stonework of St. Paul’s 
in the last half of the nineteenth century 
under the impressien that it was not 
original, an. undoubted, if well-inten- 
tioned, mistake was committed. 


A plate (No. 16) by William Emmett 
conveys an idea of what we may suppose 
Wren’s intentions to have been—the dome 
divided by ribs into groups of square 
coffers, with paintings in the pendentives 
and minor cupolas. Another plate (No. 
21) by Robert Trevitt shows the saucer 
domes over the choir not coffered or 
painted, but panelled. The panels, how- 
ever, on the drum under the peristyle of 
the dome shown in Plate 24 are part of 
Sir James Thornhill’s painting. These 
no longer exist. 


That Wren would have approved of 
stained glass in the windows is very 
unlikely, and their introduction in recent 
times is an unfortunate innovation. Curi- 
ously enough, the best of it is that carried 
out in conjunction with the elaborate 
mosaic decoration of the choir—though 
again the idea, based on a passage of 
doubtful authenticity in the Parentalia, 
that Wren intended to use mosaics, is 
almost certainly a misconception. It 
might have been better had the mosaics 
and the mosaic-like glass in the clerestory 
windows of the choir and the ends of the 
transepts never been attempted; but at 
least this work was well done after its 
kind, and the glass is, in many respects, 
better than what has been added since. 


The plates showing the old arrange- 
ment of the choir are of great interest. In 
the last century the choir was lengthened 
40 ft. westwards, the organ divided into 
two and placed, one half on each wall, 
under the east arch of the dome; the stalls 
were moved a'bay further west, and 
Garner’s reredos erected on the chord of 
the apse. Here we see the old enclosed 
choir with the altar at the back of the 
apse, thé organ in the centre on the 
Screen, the fine brass lectern between the 
Stalls instead of, as now, under the dome, 
and the famous-movable pulpit.on wheels 
appearing in different positions in differ- 
ent prints, The effect of the organ in its 
aoe position is well shown in an ink 
~eigpa ‘by A. and A. W. Pugin (?), of 

828, taken from under the south-west 
Corner of the dome. At that time

piece of wall, and flags. are to be seen 
suspended above the golden gallery, 
Plate 46, showing a cross-section 
through the transepts of St. Paul’s drawn 
inside a similar cross-section of St. 
Peter’s, Rome, serves as an. impressive 
reminder of how great is the difference in 
size between the two, The simplicity of 
the dome construction of St. Peter’s 
serves also to illustrate the more difficult 
and complex problem that Wren had to 
solve, through the initial disadvantage of 
an imperfect plan basis for his dome. If 
this defect precludes St. Paul’s dome from 
being regarded as an absolute success, the 
extent to which. Wren. retrieved its 
awkward, consequences is. convincing 
testimony to its architect’s resource as a 
constructor and virtuosity as a designer.

James Henry Swan, F.R.1.B.A. 
Mr.’ James: Henry Swan, who (as re- 


‘corded in our issue for April 9) died after 


a short illness on April 5, was the-eldest 
son of the late John Henry Swan. He was 
articled to his father, an architect, who 
carried on a, practice in 2, Cannon-street 
and at Walthamstow, where he was 
Borough Surveyor. Like so many of his 
generation, in addition to the practice. of 
architecture, he.was thoroughly grounded 
in quantities, .. it 

After serving. his articles, in order to 
gain more varied experience, he went, to 
Dinard and worked in:a builder’s office 
for several years., On, returning; to Eng- 
land he entered the office of. the late 
F. W. Hunt, of York-place, Baker-street. 
He then went,as.chief. assistant to, Mr, 
J. W. Stevens, of.21, New Bridge-street, 
and in 1900 started a practice in Clifford’s 
Inn with ,the late. York Fowler, and 
amongst other works carried out;exten- 
sive factories and workshops. at. Dagen- 
ham, in Essex... ., sete se hac 

In 1902, on dissolving.the existing part- 
nership, he took into partnership Mr. 
Geoffrey Norman, and, together as Swan 
and Norman,.:they carried .out. much 
country house work, the new theatre.in 
Malet-street, and: the. rebuilding of. the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic. Art, etc. In 
1930 Sir Felix Clay;.Bart., joined the firm, 
and as Swan, .Norman, and ,Clay, much 
school work;was. carried out... In 1934 on 
the demolition of Clifford’s Inn the firm 
moved to Buckingham, Palace-road. 

Mr. Swan shad: quite a reputation as a 
musician, playing either the violin. or 
viola in many quartets and trios which 
he loved to get, up.;, As a painter in 
oil, water-colour .and. pastel, he had 
passed far. beyond..the status of most 
amateurs. He. exhibited at: the New 
English Art Club in: its early days, and 
one of his paintings: was bought by the 
Victoria and Albert Museum... 

He was for. many. years: lecturer; on 
quantities at. the City and Guilds, 

“G. N.” writes: His. age and health 
precluded him from.serving in the Army 
during the, War; but he did: useful .work 
at the Ministry of Munitions and later at 
the Ministry... of. Labour, where he. was 
occupied chiefly in housing schemes, such 
as that. at Coventry. ee 

Fate decreed that: Mr. Swan’s. principal 
work should be with the purely practical 
side of his profession, where his know- 
ledge of quantities. and builders’ accounts 
proved invaluable to his firm. He,turned 
therefore, -as,. an. outlet for his natural 
instincts: to music and more. particularly 
to painting, and: was never: happier than 
when he could retire for week-ends to his 
cottage and studio at Cholesbury, and 
colleet: around him.,some of his many 
artist. friends..., He -was.a_ glutton ‘for 
work, and put his whole heart into any- 
thing he did... He saw architecture rather 
with the eye of the. painter, and delighted 
most: in :the smaller; country houses, of 
which-he designed many, where he could 
rely for his effects upon the. colour-tex- 
ture and choice of materials, He had a 
great capacity for friendship, and. leayes 
a great number, including his partners 
and members of his staff, to regret. the 
passing of .one who. was upright, . con--

HOUSES. 


** That the building of Flats is of no material assistance to the working-class housing problem.’’ 


The Case for the Motion. 

Srr,—To follow the terms of reference in 
this debate it is necessary to understand 
what we mean by the housing problem. 
The problem is twofold in that it is con- 
cerned with the provision of living accom- 
modation at reasonable rentals for families 
now sharing inadequate premises, and 
with a raising of the standard of accom- 
modation. Our problem is_ therefore 
aggravated by the fact that we have 
chosen the time when the number of houses 
is deficient to raise the standard; thereby 
denying ourselves the relief which some 
indifferent structures would have provided. 

The housing problem, as it should be 
understood, cannot be deemed solved until 
we have accommodated every family 
throughout the country in premises which 
conform—in accommodation, equipment, 
and conyenience—to those high standards 
which we, as a highly civilised generation, 
have set. 

Having made that matter clear, we are 
in a better position to discuss the rela- 
tive merits of flats and houses, because we 
shall see that the provision of accommoda- 
tion which falls short of the standard at 
which we aim—though it may give an 
appearance of progress by getting a cer- 
tain number of families out of sight—does 
in effect make the problem more difficult 
in the long run, because we shall not lay 
aside the task until all things are put 
right. 

The housing problem is really the 
problem of housing the individual family. 
The. single unattached person can find 
accommodation in a number of ways, and 
his difficulties are in no real sense a great 
social problem. The problem of the 
childless couple is also not forbidding, ex- 
cept in relation to the coming events 
which are the prime purpose of home- 
making. The elderly couple without 
family also offers a relatively simple 
problem within certain limitations; and 
it is the problem of the family with chil- 
dren which stands for the core of the 
matter. When we have accommodated our 
families with children under conditions 
which make housekeeping as simple and 
direct as possible, and the care and health 
of children satisfied, our housing prob- 
lem is solved. 

If we look upon the question in this 
light the question of flats and houses 
appears in its true colours, and I have no 
doubt that a vote, uncoloured by preju- 
dice or political considerations, would 
favour the individual house as the unit 
of reconstruction. 

Let us consider the problem of living 
which is presented to the mother of a 
family living in a block of flats, and let 
us consider it at the most difficult of 
family stages, when there is a baby in 
arms, a young child before school age, 
and a child or children at school. For 
such a mother the pram is not only an 


outdoor vehicle, but a day cot, and it 


must follow the mother throughout the 
day’s course, whether it be a shopping 
expedition or moving from room to room 
on the household duties. The common 
staircase of a block of flats imposes an 
intolerable burden upon a mother work- 
ing under such conditions. She must 
either seek help to carry the pram up and 
down stairs daily, or must park her pram 
in some accommodation on ground level 
and carry her baby home or, as more often 
happens, resign herself to an indoor life 
with the help of a free neighbour to do 


her shopping for her. 


The small child at home, awaiting 
school age, must also be kept in sight, and 
cannot therefore enjoy the amount of fresh 
air which a child of that age needs and 
desires. There is no garden on the fourth 
floor where mother can keep her eye upon 
the little one out of the scullery window. 
The children at school also will find the 
staircase an exciting but dangerous play- 
ground, where the mother cannot impose 
safety by reproof. Life under such con- 
ditions is an intolerable affair to the 
average mother, and times of epidemic be- 
come a constant menace under the single 
.oof and common approaches of a block of 
flats. The two-storied cottage, whether in 
pairs, groups, or terraces solves all these 
problems immediately, 

The point upon which the builder of flats 
lays stress is that this form of housing 
enables a population to be accommodated 
on the expensive town sites which occur 
near the daily work of the people. This, 
however, is merely a matter of social 
arrangement, and it is because we hold 
this inducement under the noses of the 
workers that the new working-class garden 
cities remain untenanted by the class of 
inhabitant they were intended for. Let 
the money saved by abandoning expen- 
sive flat building be set aside as a fund 
to provide free transport for the workers 
from town to country where there is room 
to build houses for human beings, and we 
shall hear less about the difficulty of 
inducing them to go where conditions 
favour healthy and decent living. 

In other words, let us recognise the 
terms of the motion and cease deluding 
ourselves with the superstition that we 
are helping the housing problem by erect- 
ing these monstrous temples to incon- 


venience. PostIrTiveE. 


The Case Against. 

Str,—The faculty of making the best of 
an imperfect world’ depends upon an 
ability to adjust ideals with facts. 
** Positive ’’ turns his back upon the latter 
by the definite terms of his motion, which 
might otherwise be merely a comparison 
of the advantages and disadvantages of 
living in flats or cottages respectively. In 
the latter case I should probably find my- 
self on his side, and no doubt there would 
be considerable difficulty in filling the 
vacancy on the opposer’s side. For I have 
no doubt that home life in the cottage is 
much more pleasant for the working-class 
family than living in a flat, if all other 
conditions are favourable to this ideal 
siting of family life. But I am not called 
upon to argue upon this theme, either for 
or against. I am called upon to show 
that the building of blocks of working- 
class flats in any circumstances is a con- 
tribution to the solution of the housing 
problem. “ Positive ” says it is not, and I 
have no hesitation in joining issue with 
him. 

The block of working-class flats is a 
means of housing a working-class com- 
munity within the limits of a city. and 
becomes the only practical choice where 
dense areas of slums are to be cleared and 
the inhabitants re-housed. “ Positive” 
suggests the dormitory garden city as the 
alternative, and, while admitting that this 
has not proved the solution in London, 
implies that the railway fare is the stumb- 
ling block, and that we have only to 
cancel the fare to solve the solution. 

I might with far better reasoning suggest 
that a créche and a pram lift and a roof 
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garden are all that is required to solve 
the problem of the flat—which Suggestion 
I am sure “ Positive’ would at once chal. 
lenge on matters of practical detail, He 
must therefore allow me to challenge his 
scheme of free transport on simila; 
grounds. He has said a great deal about 
the hard lot of the mother in flat-living 
but does not appear to have much regard 
for the bread-winner. A worker in South 
London now living within a mile of the 
works at which he earns his living would 
have to be housed probably beyond Croy. 
don before a suitable garden city site 
could be found. To his eight-hour day 
he would have to add an hour and a half 
or two hours of travelling time to and from 
his house each day. Is it fair that this 
very wearing experience should be added 
to the normal strain of manual labour? 
It is quite obvious that, so long as 
centres of work are concentrated ip 
densely populated areas, so long will it be 
necessary to provide houses in reasonably 
close access to them. Since it needg no 
argument to show that a slum area cannot 
be laid out as a garden city of two-storied 
dwellings to house an equal number of 
people to that accommodated under slum 
conditions, the building of blocks of flats 
is an essential part of the task. That this 
form of building carries with it its incon- 
veniences and drawbacks is obvious to all, 
but that those inconveniences must be 
suffered to obviate greater hardship is 
equally clear. ; 

I thus claim that the major convenience 
of the breadwinner, to enable him to earn 
a living for himself and his family under 
efficient conditions, must outweigh the 
minor inconveniences of the housewife. 
After all, they are indeed only minor in- 
conveniences, and can be surmounted by 
an orderly plan of living. 

The working classes are famous for the 
way in which neighbours pull together 
and share each others’ burdens. In the 
close companionship of a block of flats 
there is no reason whatever why neigh- 
bours should not plan their lives so that 
each housewife has regular exercise and 
fresh air, and each child receives the 
necessary supervision. That things are 
managed in this way is a known fact, and 
the flat buildings do not show any 
evidence of unnatural living among their 
occupants. In fact, the occupier of 4 
modern and well-equipped working-class 
flat is in far better condition than one of 
an old-fashioned two-storied slum. 

The housing problem is a complex one. 
There are no over-riding rules to apply 
to all the various sets of conditions under 
which the workers of the country are 
forced to. live. In its place, the garden 
city is a solution for a part of the prob 
lem. In their places the blocks of flats 
are equally necessary and inevitable. 

I claim, therefore, with every confidence 
my view is shared by a majority, that the 
building of clean, well-equipped and 
thoughtfully planned blocks of working: 
class flats is a real contribution to the 
solving of the housing problem.

Standing in the north-west corner 
of the Angel Hill, these new offices 
(opened by the Earl of Crawford and 
Balcarres, K.T., on April 9) have 
an excellent appearance. The 
facade is of brick, with stone dress- 


- ing in the Georgian style, and the 


pediment surmounting the entrance 
bears a representation of the 
borough arms carved by Mr. 
Laurence A. Turner, F.S.A. 

The entrance hall, in the centre of 
the east front, leads into the main 
hall, a spacious apartment from 
which run two corridors giving 
access to the rooms on the south- 
west and north sides. On the south 
side of the entrance hall, with its 
door leading into the main hall, is 
the Borough Treasurer’s private 
office, while in the south-east corner 
of the building is the Borough 
Treasurer’s general office. Adjoin- 
ing, on the south side of the build- 
ing, is the rates-room. In the south-

west corner are a strong room and a 
muniment room, and in the latter 
will be kept the town’s old 
manorial deeds. On the western 
side is a room which will house the 
Corporation regalia, it being the 
idea to display this for the benefit 
of visitors. j 

On the north side of the entrance 
hall is the Borough Surveyor’s pri- 
vate office, and in the north-eastern 
corner his drawing office. On the 
north side of the building, next to 
the drawing office, is the audit 
room, and beyond this, in the 
north-west corner, is another strong 
room for the housing of documents. 
Between this and the main hall is 
an area providing additional light. 

The rectangle of the area is 
broken by a semi-circular alcove on 
the western side of the main hall. 
This alcove accommodates. the 
stairs leading to the first floor. On 
either side of the staircase, both 
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on the ground floor and the first 
floor, are windows with painted 
roundels by Mr. E. M. Dinkel, 
A.R.C.A., these depicting the 
labours of the 12 months of the year 
of the Suffolk countryside. 

On the first floor, immediately 
above the main hall, is the upper 
hall, illuminated by windows look- 
ing into the area and by a dome 
light above. The southern wing of 
the first floor is occupied by the 
Town Clerk’s department and_ the 
Education Secretary. In the centre 
of the eastern side of the first floor, 
with doors opening from the upper 
hall, is the committee room, adjoin- 
ing the Mayor’s parlour, having its 
own entrance into the committee 
room. 

The remainder of the first floor— 
on the north side—provides accom- 
modation for clinic purposes—the 
dentist’s room in the north-west 
corner, next to the waiting-room 
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and clinic on the north side. In the 
north-east corner is the Medical 
Officer of Health’s room, and 
between this and the committee 
room is the Sanitary Inspector’s 
office. On this floor, too, is other 
accommodation of a minor nature. 
Owing to the fall of the ground, this 
clinic, with entrance in Lower 
Baxter-street, is at street level: A 
feature of the clinic is a large pram 
store. In the roof is the kitchen. 
As regards the decorations, the 
walls of the committee room are 
panelled in solid oak in the old- 
fashioned style—made in the work- 
shops of the general contractor— 
while the Mayor’s parlour is 
similarly panelled, but in deal and 
painted—also executed. by . Mr. 
Harvey G. Frost. In the com- 
mittee room there is a very pleasant

fireplace with dog grate, and over 
this is the borough coat of arms in 
colour, modelled by Mr. Laurence 


A. Turner. The ceilings of the two 
rooms are enriched with modelled 
plaster; also executed by Mr. 

The brass finger - plates 
(illustrating the various species of 
trees to be found in the county) to 
the doors of the committee room 
and the Mayor’s parlour are by 
Mr. Francis J: C. Cooper: Mr.

Seating for 62 spectators is carried 
out in teak, and separate access for 
spectators is provided from the 
nurses’ garden. A complete system 
of water purification, filtration and 
aeration is installed in the base- 
ment, and four calorifiers bring the

THe first building, 8. Department, 
erected in 1934-5 at the junction of 
Nottingham-road and Perry-road, is 
for a separate and self-contained de- 
partment of Bairns-Wear, Ltd. 

The main building, shown by a per- 
spective, with frontage to Perry-road, 
was commenced in 1935, and is at 
present in course of completion, having 
been erected in three sections. Con- 
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struction is steel-framed with a north- 
light umbrella-type roof over the fac- 
tory carried on N girders of 66 ft. and 
85ft span and cantilever trusses. 
Wind stresses are collected at intervals 
by horizontal lattice girders at main tie 
level and transferred to latticed stan- 
chions.

Heating is by the 
accelerated low-pressure hot-water 
system, a battery of three sectional 
boilers being fired by mechanical 
stokers and having a capacity of 
5,000,000 B.T.U.s.

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REARMAMENT AND 
: REGULATION 


Mr. G. Puitre Acnurcn, the retiring 
President of Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce, speaking at the annual meet- 
ing of that body on the industrial posi- 
tion. déalt with the economic effect of re- 
armament, and suggested the regulation 
of public works and the postponement of 
such schemes as were not imperatively 
necessary until the completion of the 
defence programme. 

At the moment, Mr. Achurch said, 
owing mainly to political reasons it 
was hard to find any appreciable change, 
urgent though it was, in the methods of 
conducting international trade, and it 
would seem to be more profitable to turn 
attention to internal affairs. It was 
prophesied recently that the country 
might be faced with a falling-off in indus- 
trial activity at no distant date. This 
opinion was based on the crucial part 
played in the present revival by the 
stimulus given to purchasing power by 
cheap food, unaccompanied by a propor- 
tionate fall in money wages, and by the 
extraordinary activity of the building in- 
dustry. Whilst expenditure on rearma- 
ment might have a perceptibly lengthen- 
ing effect on the recovery period, no 
doubt the activity in the building and 
allied trades must eventually decrease to 
more normal levels. 

































































Rearmament and Materials Prices. 


No one could contemplate with com- 
placency the expenditure of fifteen 
hundred million pounds on rearmament 
within the next. five years. They were 
not concerned there with the question of 
ethics or policy in regard to this enor- 
mous expenditure, but they were con- 
cerned. he suggested, with the effect it 

“might have upon industry. The increas- 
ing demand for certain materials had led 
to a tendency, not only to rapid increase 
in prices, but also to difficulty in secur- 
ing firm quotations for those materials, or 
indeed any guarantee of supplies at all. 
It was obvious to anyone interested that 
the position of the market affecting non- 
ferrous metals had become chaotic in the 
extreme. Speculative buying, influenced 
by greatly exaggerated estimates of arma- 
ment needs. had forced prices up to levels 
from which they must recede when the 
undeniable fact became known that the 
world’s productive capacity was still well 
in excess of the world’s potential con- 
sumption, even allowing for the full 
requirements of armaments. 

‘With the Government in the market 
for raw materials to such an extent, there 
is,’ declared Mr. Achurch, “a distinct 
danger of shortage, but the anxiety of the 
public will be to see that ordinary enter- 
prise has a sufficiency of requisite 
material, and that there is some effective 
control upon the inflation of prices. The 
great anxiety of all industries, but par- 
ticularly the building industry, will be 
the problem of what may happen at the 
end of five years’ time. Every possible 
precaution must be taken to see that the 
disastrous consequences of the war period 
do not recur. The Government must do 
its utmost to regulate the flow of work, to 
prevent the unnecessary increase in cost 
of commodities, and to ensure supplies 
for the ordinary requirements of in- 
dustry.” 

Dealing with the building industry and 
its relation to the Government’s pro- 
gramme, he mentioned that in order to 
avoid the heavy loss of future idleness

there should now be a regulation of 
public works. All that were not impera- 
tive should be postponed—certainly not 
abandoned—to the time when the defence 
programme was completed. Upon an 
industry already made active by uncom- 
pleted housing programmes, a national 
slum-clearance campaign and the capital 
expenditure of other industries, the 
Gevernment was now imposing the large 
amount of construction work required by 
the programme of defence. 

-Although the industry would have to 
do the work, it did not know either the 
volume of the Government’s orders or the 
time when they would be given. There 
was imminent danger that the industry 
might enter upon a period of feverish 
activity, shortness of materials and 
inflated prices and wages, only to relapse 
later into a depression into which it 
must drag others. As things were now, 
it seemed impossible to construct 
machinery which would. “ iron-out” 
booms and slumps; particularly was this 
so in an atmosphere charged with war 
preparations. 

“There is a feeling,” he added, “‘ that, 
in spite of temporary improvement, the 
economic situation is out of balance. In 
part, this feeling is due to the inevitable 
association of increased economic activity 
with rearmament expenditure. Economic 
activity has in fact been stimulated by 
devices which take too little account of 
economic consequences. Whilst I am a 
firm believer in the present policy of 
rearmament, I must emphasise that from 
the economic point of view rearmament 
provides a stimulus to trade only so long 
as it is going on. Sooner or later, the 
debts contracted have to be paid. 

*“Whether the payment assumes the 
form of increased taxation and reduced 
expenditure, or whether it involves 
wiping out savings through currency 
depreciation, the population is bound to 
suffer. Rearmament expenditure under- 
taken for considerations of security may, 
it is true, provide a temporary relief to 
trade. Its great drawback economically 
is that, having been brought about by 
non-economic considerations, the ebb and 
flow of armament expenditure cannot be 


made dependent upon the demands of © 


economic stability.” 


A Policy for Public Works. 


In contrast with this, an intelligent 
public works policy, scientifically applied, 
could be adjusted to fluctuating require- 
ments. It had long been recognised by 
economists that the reduction of public 
works in depression tended to intensify 
the existing unemployment, and that 
economic fluctuations might be dimin- 
ished if public works, instead of being 
crowded into prosperous years—admit- 
tedly a stupid policy—were postponed as 
far as possible to the years of depression. 
Thus, public works expenditure would 
vary inversely with private employment, 
and would act as a counterpoise. 

“While the Government cannot take 
action without change in its armament 
policy, or without the disturbance of 
private industry, I am sure,” concluded 
the speaker, “‘ that there is a number of 
public works now under consideration by 
various public authorities which can, 
with definite advantage, be postponed for 
execution until there are evidences of a 
trade depression.”

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MATERIALS AND THEIR 
TESTING 


THE congress of the International 
Association for Testing Materials opened 
at the premises of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers on Monday and op. 
cludes on Saturday. The congress, at 
which visitors from 25 countries are 
present, was opened by Sir William 
Bragg, P.R.S. 

An interesting feature is the exhibition 
of Testing Plant and Apparatus. Among 
these exhibits is an impactor testing 
machine (shown by the London Instry. 
ment Co., Ltd.), by the use of which 
the energy required to fracture a speci- 
men by means of a falling: weight or 
hammer may be measured. Mr. R, H. 
Harry Stanger shows a simple appara- 
tus for the study of the progressive 
chemical attack of aggressive solutions 
on cement mortars. The British Gas 
Federation’s equipment on show con- 
sists of small modern laboratory gas 
furnaces, both muffle and tube, for the 
heat treatment of steel test specimens, 
for the analysis of steel and for other 
purposes. The British Thomson-Hous- 
ton Co., Ltd., display a vibratory fatigue 
testing machine designed for _ strip 
materials, both ferrous and non-ferrous, 
while the determination of the compres- 
sive strength of concrete may be 
established by the use of a testing 
pistol shown by Griffin and Tatlock, 
Lid. It has been found possible, by 
the indentation method employed by 
this pistol, to establish a relation be- 
tween the diameter of the impression in 
the material under test and its com- 
pressive strength. 

Apparatus for colour measurement 
and standardisation is shown by Adam 
Hilger, Ltd., and permits the exact 
numerical specification of any colour 
under the C.I.E. system. W. and T. 
Avery show a testing machine suitable 
for carrying out standard tests in 
tension, compression, bending, shear 
and hardness—loads being indicated on 
a dial in view of the operator manipu- 
lating the single control wheel. The 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research also is showing examples of 
the work carried out by its various 
stations. 


A Joint Committee.

Committee on Materials and their Testing 
has now been set up by a number of tech- 
nical institutions and societies in Great 
Britain to act as the British national organi- 
sation in these matters.

CARPENTER’S CLAIM FOR DAMAGES 
AGAINST BUILDERS.—ALLEGED BREACH 
OF BUILDING REGULATIONS WITH 


REGARD TO SCAFFOLDING. 
Stevens v. Economic House Builders, Ltd. 
c's Bencu Division. 
Ease Mr. Justice MacNaGHTEN and a 
Common JuRY. 

This was an action brought by Mr. George 
Stevens, a carpenter, of 22, Crichton-street, 
Wandsworth, S.W., at the material time in 
the employ of Messrs. Caxton Floors, Lid. 
{reinforced concrete engineers, of 16, Caxton- 
street, §.W.), to recover from the defendants, 
Messrs. Economic House Builders, Ltd., ef 
Elm Lodge, Golders Green-road, N.W., 
damages for personal injuries sustained by 
him on February 5, 1936, through the alleged 
negligence of the defendants, or alternatively 
the alleged breach of statutory duty imposed 
on defendants under the Building Regulations 
of 1926. 

The plaintiff's case was that on February 5, 
1936, the defendants were engaged as the main 
contractors in the erection of a block of flats 
at Elm Lodge, Golders Green-road, and for 
the purpose had provided and erected the 
requisite scaffolding. On that day plaintiff, 
who was 53 years of age, was working for 
Messrs. Caxton Floors, Ltd. (the sub-con- 
tractors for putting in the floors in the flats), 
on the second floor of the building and stand- 
ing on the platform of the scaffold erected 
by the defendants when the end of the plat- 
form collapsed and, as a consequence, he fell 
about 16 ft. and sustained injuries to his 
spine and right foot and suffered from shock. 
The plaintiff alleged that it was the duty 
of the defendants to provide and maintain 
safe and proper scaffolding plant at the flate, 
out this they had failed to do and were guilty 
of breaches of Regulations 1, 2, 3, 7 and 12 
of the Building Regulations (1926) made by 
the Secretary of State, in that the defendants 
erected and used scaffolding plant that was 
defective and/or in providing scaffolding 
plant without sufficient couplings or other 
proper fastenings for the putlogs and other 
parts of the scaffold. 

The defendants, by their defence, admitied 
that at the maierial date they were the main 
contractors for the block of flats and that 
they had provided and erected such scaffold- 
ing as was necessary in connection with the 
outside work relating to the erection of the 
flats; but they denied that they erected the 
working platform from which the plaintiff 
fell. They pleaded that the plaintiff was 
employed by Messrs. Caxton Floors, Ltd., 
and not by them. Alternatively, the de- 
fendants denied that they owed any duty 
to the plaintiff or that they had been guilty 
of any negligence or breach of the statutory 
regulations. They further alleged that the 
plaintiff had himself been guilty of contribu- 
tory negligence, in that he had himself 
erected the working platform and inserted the 
putlogs without taking sufficient precautions 
to see whether he had rendered the platform 
safe; and in failing to co-operate with the 
defendants by affording them an opportunity 
of ‘satisfying themselves as tothe stability 
of the same in pursuance of their duty, if any 
(which was denied), under Regulation 13 of 
the Building Regulations, 1926. 

‘Mr. Macaskie, K.C., and Mr. Martin 
O’Connor appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Russell Vick, K.C., and Mr. Neville Faulkes 
for the defendants. 

At the conclusion of the plaintiff’s case 

Russell Vick submitted that there was 
no evidence of negligence against the 
defendants to go to the jury. 

His lordship upheld the submission. 

He said that one ground on which the claim 
of the plaintiff was based was negligence at 
common law. Alternatively, it was said that 
there. was negligence in that there was a 
b h of statutory duty by the defendants. 
He (his lordship) held that there was no 
ivitation given by the defendants to the 
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plaintiff to make use of the scaffolding as it 
was when he first saw it—that was to say, 
without a platform. It ‘was obviously 
unusable in that condition and required to 
be completed. The plaintiff took it upon 
himself to complete the scaffolding for his 
own purposes. In doing so he did not take 
care to observe whether the putlog which 
was said to have given way was properly 
secured. In his lordship’s view, the plaintiff, 
having taken upon himself to do what he 
had no right to do, however common it might 
be for carpenters employed by Caxton Floors, 
Ltd., to make platforms for themselves, had 
no right to do it. It was his duty to see 
that the putlogs on which he placed his 
boards were properly secured. His lordship 
therefore held there was no evidence fit to 
be considered by the jury of any breach of 
any duty imposed by common law on the 
defendants. On the question of the alleged 
breach of duty by the defendants under the 
statutory regulations, there was a dispute 
between the parties as to whether the Regula- 
tions applied to the case at all. He did not 
think it was necessary for him to determine 
that matter. He came to the conclusion that 
the defendants had committed no breach of 
statutory duty in having a putlog which was 
not securely fastened. It seemed to him that 
whether the plaintiff’s claim be founded on 
common law liability or on statutory regula- 
tions, it was 2 claim in support of which 
there was no evidence to be submitted to the 
jury. In these circumstances he directed the 
jury to return a verdict for the defendants. 

_ The jury did so, and his lordship accord- 
ingly gave judgment for the defendants, with 
costs. 


GLAZIER’S CLAIM UNDER THE. 
WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION ACTS. 


Douglas v. Hill’s Patent Glazing Co., Ltd. 
Court or APPEAL. 


Before Lorps Justices Stesser and Romer 
and Mr. Justice Luxmoore. 

In this case Mr. William Douglas, a glazier, 
living in Liverpool, appealed from the award 
of Judge Dowdall at the Liverpool County 
Court sitting as arbitrator under the pro- 
visions of the Workmen’s Compensation Acts. 

Mr. Douglas, whilst working for the respon- 
dents, Hill’s Patent Glazing Co., Ltd., of 
Grove-lane, Smethwick, on August 12, 1935, 
fell from a ladder and injured his spine and 
one of his heels: 

Compensation of 30s. a week was paid to 
him, but twelve months later he was 
medically examined and reported fit’ for light 
work. The employers offered him work in 
their stores, but he declined to accept it, as 
he felt he could not do the job and because, 
i a married man, his home was at Liver- 
pool. 

On an application by the employers to 
review the award, Judge Dowdall reduced 
the compensation payable to Mr. Douglas to 
lls. 6d. a week, and against this result Mr. 
Douglas now appealed. 

At the conclusion of the arguments of 
counsel the Court ordered 4 new trial. 

Lord Justice Slesser, in giving judgment, 
said he was not satisfied that the County 
Court Judge had directed his mind to the 
question whether the offer of the employers 
was a suitable one and one that it was reason- 
able for Mr. Douglas to accept. There must 
be a re-trial, which would be before another 
Judge, and the appellant would have the 
costs of the appeal. 

The other members of the Court concurred.

Mr. Berry Webber on ‘‘ Competitions.” 


Mr. E. Berry Webber, A.R.I.B.A., addressing 
a meeting of the West Yorkshire Society of 


Architects in Leeds on April 15, said that . 


there was never a better chance for young 
men in architecture than to-day. Young men 
must take their turn. The idea that 
competitions were beneath their dignity was 
wrong; there were far worse methods of 


- getting contracts in the open market. 


Speaking of the rule which forbade sub- 
mission of designs by architects employed by 
the sponsors of competitions, Mr. Webber 
said that often young architects .were 
employed on part-time terms with a corpora- 
tion as lecturers and the like, which pre- 
vented them from entering. It had been 
suggested that this part-time employment 
should not prevent architects from entering 
for competitions, but it was impossible to split 
hairs. If they made the sacrifice they were 
doing a service to competitions as a whole by 
keeping them clean, and there were plenty 
oi competitions to go round. He stressed the 
need for properly trained and competent 
assessors for competitions, men who could 
prevent waste of money through awarding 
winning prizes to designs which exceeded the 
estimates of the sponsors. People were 
beginning to realise that architects had a job 
= life, and that there was the future to lan 
or.

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SOME LEGAL ASPECTS OF WATER SUPPLY.—IIl.

Ir has already been pointed out that, in 
England and Wales, various bodies 
possess the power of supplying water, 
viz., water companies (under the general 
law, or under a special Act or provisional 
Order), local authorities, joint boards and 
private persons. As regards the latter, 
powers are possessed by landowners (as 
defined by the Improvement of Land Act, 
1864) to contribute towards the expenses 
of a district council with regard to 
supplying water to their lands, and under 
an Act of 1877 “limited owners,” as 
defined by that Act, can agree to supply 
water to a local authority, subject to the 
approval of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries. 


Water Supply and the Builder. 

It is obvious that at the commencement 
of the works comprised in every building 
enterprise a supply of water on the job 
is usually a prime necessity for the 
builder, both for the purposes of the work 
to be done and for the use of his work- 
people. Such temporary supplies, by 
meter or otherwise, are a matter of 
arrangement between the builder and the 
supplier (water company or local autho- 
rity, etc.), and, should there be a water 
main available, will be obtained from a 
temporary stand-pipe, brought on to the 
job by water-carts, or obtained from wells 
or other sources. The supply may be con- 
trolled by by-laws in force governing 
water supply, while the supply of drink- 
ing water should conform to trade 
union rules, if any, concerning any class 
of operative. Water charges then become, 
as has been said, a matter of agreement. 

In the Metropolis, the supply for build- 
ing purposes is expressly provided for 
under the M.W.B. (Charges) Acts. It is 
optional for the Board to give the supply 
by measure, make a charge not exceeding 
7s. per £100 of the probable total cost 
after making reasonable allowance for 
decorative or iron or steel work not 
requiring the use of water. 


Water Charges Generally. 

Generally, water rates must be paid by, 
and are recoverable from, the person 
requiring, receiving or using the water 
supplied, and are payable on the net 
annual value, but frequently the landlord 
makes himself liable for the water rate 
for supply to his tenant, apart from the 
- £10 limit referred to below. If several 
houses or parts of houses in the separate 
occupation of several persons are supplied 
by a common pipe, these persons are 
liable to pay the same rates for water as 
they would have if they had been each 
supplied by a separate pipe. The rates are 
payable under the Waterworks Clauses 
Acts, in advance by equal quarterly instal- 
ments (but under the Public Health Act. 
1936, may be made half-yearly), the first 
payment being made either at the time 
when the user’s pipe 1s made to com- 
municate with the company’s mains or at 
the time when the agreement to take the 
supply is made. In this connection it 


should be noted that no demand is neces-. 


sary before proceedings are taken for 
recovery, though in practice demands are 
made for the sums due. If an occupier 
of any dwelling-house, or part of it, liable 
to water rate gives notice of his intention 
to discontinue the water,.or removes to 
another house between two quarterly days 
of payment, he is liable to pay the water 
rate on the house he leaves for the quarter 
ending on the quarterly day of payment 





next after his leaving the same or giving 
notice. Owners of dwelling-houses (or 
parts) not exceeding £10 rent are liable 
for the water rate, and the person 
receiving the rents of houses or tene- 
ments, either on his own account or as 
agent or receiver for an interested person, 
is deemed the ‘“‘ owner ”’ for this purpose. 
If a person supplied with water, or liable 
to pay the water rate, neglects to pay, the 
company can cut off the water and 
recover the rates due as well as the 
expenses of “ cutting-off,’’ with costs, 
in a court of competent jurisdiction. 
Where the water rate is payable by the 
owner and not the occupier, either by law 
or agreement with the company, in 
respect to a dwelling-house, or part 
occupied as a separate tenement, a water 
company must not cut off the supply for 
non-payment. In such a case, the water 
rate, together with interest at 5 per cent. 
from one month from the time when the 
rate is claimed, becomes a first charge on 
the premises, and may, with costs, be 
recovered from the owner or occupier. But 
proceedings must. not be taken against 
the occupier until he has received notice 
to pay the amount due out of rent. due 
to the owner, and he has neglected to do 
so. No greater sum can be recovered 
from the occupier than the amount of 
rent due from him. In connection with 
the charge on the premises above- 
mentioned, a purchaser would take the 
premises. subject to the charge and be 
personally liable for arrears (East London 
Waterworks Co. v. Killerman [1892] 2 Q.B. 
72). 


Local Authorities. 

After October 1 of the present year the 
position with regard to local authorities, 
who supply water in any of the ways 
described previously (and, of course, out- 
side the Metropolis), is controlled by the 
new Public Health Act, 1936. The follew- 
ing is a summary of the provisions of the 
relevant sections, which replace Section 
56 of the Public Health Act of 1875 :— 


(1) Water Charges. 

Where a local authoritv supply water 
under the 1936 Act for “ domestic pur- 
poses’ they are entitled to charge a rate 
assessed on the net annual value of the 
premises as appearing in the valuation list, 
or, if such value does not appear, then on 
the net annual value as is determined, in 
case of dispute. by a court of summary 
jurisdiction; a local authority can, how- 
ever, fix a minimum charge applicable in 
all cases to premises supplied with water. 
A. local authority can also enter into 
agreements for supplying water by meter 
or otherwise on terms agreed, and can 
recover charges due in the same manner 
as they can recover water rates (see 
below). 

Apart from the water rate as above in 
respéct to water for domestic purposes, a 
local authority is entitled to make an 
additional reasonable charge for water 
used (a) in any fixed bath in excess of 
50 gallons, or (b) by means of a hosepipe 
or similar apparatus, either for horses or 
for washing vehiclese This extra charge 


is recoverable as part of the water rate, 


and the question as to what is reasonable 
is one on which the Minister of Health 
can give a final decision. Any 10 rate- 
payers in a borough or urban district. or 
five in a contributory place in a rural 
district, can appeal to the Minister of 
Health, if aggrieved either (1) by the 


_ tate from the owner. 
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refusal of a local authority to make 
charges in respect of all water supplied 
by them under the Act in that borough 
etc., or (2) by the refusal of the local 
authority to make _ reasonable and 
adequate charges, and the Minister cap 
make such order as he thinks fit. 


(2) Charges by Meter. 

Local authorities are empowered to 
charge by meter for the supply to certain 
premises for certain purposes. The 
authority require all supplies to be by 
meter, to (@) premises used as a house, 
but a part is used by the occupier for a 
business, ‘trade or manufacturing purpose 
requiring water, (b) public institutions, 
(c) hospitals, sanatoria, schools, clubs, 
hostels, assembly halls, places of public 
entertainment, restaurants, hotels and 
licensed premises, (d) boarding-houses 
capable of accommodating 12 or more 
persons. A local authority can also 
require persons taking water for operat- 
ing water-cooled refrigerating apparatus, 
any apparatus depending while in use 
upon a supply of continuously running 
water, or apparatus used for softening 
water, which requires water for cleaning, 
regenerating, motive power, etc., to take 
a supply by meter. The Minister of 
Health can fix a maximum charge per 
1,000 gallons for the supply of water by 
meter, on application made to him, but 
the local authority have the right to make 
a minimum charge in the case of supplies 
by meter to the premises  above- 
mentioned. 


Stand-Pipes. 

Where a local authority has, under the 
1936 Act, provided a stand-pipe or con- 
structed a well or cistern for the supply 
of water, the authority can recover water 
rates from every owner or occupier of 
houses within 200 ft. of the stand-pipe 
just as though a supply had been given 
on the premises, but not from such 
occupiers or owners if there is within a 
reasonable distance a supply of whole- 
some water for domestic purposes, and 
the water from the stand-pipe, etc., has 
not been used by the inmates. 


Small Tenements. 


In the case of small tenements, where 
an owner is rated instead of the occupier, 
then the authority can demand the water 
If demanded and 
paid by the occupier, the latter can 
deduct the amount paid from his rent, but 
not a greater sum than the amount of 
rent owing. 

A local authority supplying water 
under the Act may demand the water 
rate half-yearly, a provision often found 
in local Acts, instead of quarterly (as 
under the Waterworks Clauses Acts), and 
it is now provided under the. Public 
Health Act, 1936, that water rates can be 
adjusted where the net annual value of 
any premises is altered. 


“‘ Holidays with Pay.” 

The Minister of Labour announced in the 
House of Commons on March 25 that he had 
appointed a Committee ‘‘ to investigate the 
extent to which holidays with pay are given 
to employed workpeople, and the possibility 
of extending the provision of such holidays by 
statutory enactment or otherwise, and to 
make recommendations,”?

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Sands for Various Purposes. 

Tus important part which sand plays 
in the construction of modern buildings is 
not always realised, for, on a large build- 
ing, it may be required for a dozen 
p poses necessitating seven or more 
different qualities or gradings. 

In addition to its use as a fine aggre- 
gate for concrete, building sand is mainly 
ysed for mortar in various proportions 
with Portland cement, lime or plaster. 
For a brickwork mortar the fineness will 
depend on the thickness of the joints. 
On external plastering the rendering and 
setting coats require different qualities. 
On internal plastering for walls and ceil- 
ings the rendering and setting coats, 
again, need different. sand. Floor and 
walling tiles where the thickness of the 
joint varies also call for variation in 
the sand. So do granite and masonry 
joints, besides pointing for brickwork 
and masonry. 


Choice of Sands. 

A simple method which will facilitate 
the choice of sands for these special 
purposes should be welcome, for, at 
present, there does not appear. to be any 
reliable means of indicating these various 
qualities except that of experience. This 
on occasions has proved costly, and the 
busy architect or clerk of works would 
doubtless appreciate some method, 
scientifically sound in principle, provided 
that it is simple and quick in practice 
and will indicate the relative values of 
two or more sands about which there 
may be doubt. 


Surfaces of Sands. . 
‘Such-a method has been devised by 
the author, and is based on simple 
mathematical rules relating to the areas 
of the surfaces of sands. These surfaces 
are of great importance since they affect 
the quantity of cement and water 
required to coat them. 


The explanation of the principles on

which this method is based is as 
follows :— 

(a) If the diameter of a. sphere is denoted by 
«d,’’ then the surface area is wd? and the 
volume is rd*?=6, The ratio of surface to 
volume is therefore rd? : (wd* +6) or 6: d. 
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Again, if the diameter of a cube (equal to the 
length of one edge) is denoted by “ d,” then the 
surface area is 6a? and the volume is d*. The 
ratio of surface to wolume is therefore 6d? : d® 
or 6: d. 

Consequently, for cubes or spheres 

the ratio of surface to volume is 6/d. 

It may be accepted also that shapes 
intermediate between spheres and 
cubes will follow the same law and. also 
that shapes not very different from 
spheres or cubes, that is spheroids 
and cuboids, will also nearly follow 


this law. It therefore follows that for 
equal weights of sand having the same 
diameters, whether cuboids or 
spheroids in shape, the total area of 
the surfaces will be the same. . The 
importance of this mathematical law 
is that it is possible to find out the 
area of the surfaces of any weight of 
sand of the same size, and therefore .to 
know the area of the surfaces which 
must be covered by cement, and it can 
be ascertained also how much water 
is required to damp these surfaces. 


‘(b) There is also a_ relationship 

between the areas of the surfaces of 
different sizes of the same sand. This 
can be seen graphically in the diagram 
where there are five sizes of cubes, 
each. having a diameter equal to half 
that of the cube under it. In this case 
it will be found that the areas of the 
surfaces of equal weights of the same 
kind of material will double as the 
diameters or lengths of the sides 
decrease. 


For example, if the length of the edge 
of the top cube is 1, then the area of 
the top cube is 6 times 1 x 1 = 6; that 
of the-second cube is 6 times 2x 2=24; 
but it will require eight of the top 
cubes to equal the volume of the second 
cube, and these 8 cubes will. have an 
area of 48, or twice the area of the 
second cube. 


If the area of the bottom cube is 
called A, then the areas of equal 
volumes of the other sizes will be 
2A, 4A, 8A, and 16A, or more simply 
1, 2, 4, 8 and 16 respectively, or, 
dividing by 4, they become 3, 3, 1, 2 
and 4. This is true for spheres also.

The factors for the five grades between 
each of two consecutive sieves will be 1, 
2, 4, 8, and 16, or more conveniently 3, 

- #, 1, 2 and 4 respectively, and these 
have been placed in col. 4 of table No. 1 
and by the side of the five grades marked 
F, G, H, I and J respectively. If there 
should be a permissible small amount of 
the E and K grades then the factors } 
and 8 shown in brackets may be used 
for them. 

Dealing with the fine aggregate for con- 
crete, a typical case is shown in column 
No. 5 of the percentage quantities of each 
of these different grades. This percentage 
when multiplied by the corresponding 
factors in column 4 is shown in column 
No. 6, and the figures therein indicate 
the relative surface areas of each grade of 
material on the average, and also 
show clearly how expensive the finer 
materials are in cement and water. The 
total of column 6, when divided by 10, 
results in the figure 16.36, which is a sur- 
face index of the particular sand. This 
surface index may be used to obtain the 
quantity of water which the sand will 
require. For convenience this is termed 
the least damping value (L.D.V.), and is 
the percentage by weight of the water 
required to damp these sand surfaces. 
This percentage is obtained in the case of 
river sands from gravel by dividing the 
surface index by 9 and adding it to the 
figure 3.65, thereby obtaining in this case 
the L.D.V. of 5.44 per cent. 

In the case of a sand containing equal 
weights of each of the sizes F. G, H, I and 
J, the surface index would be 15.5, and 
it is advisable as a rule not to accept 
sands for this purpose if the surface index 
is over 19.5 or below 11.5. 

A sand for brickwork with }-in. joints 
is No. 3 in Table No. 1. Jt is satisfactory 
as regards denseness, since it attains 
100 Ib./c.ft. The gallons of water it re- 
quires to damp it can be obtained by 
taking 5.26 per cent. of 100.6 and dividing 
it by 10, which equals 0.53 gallons as 
shown in column 10. . If the sand is 
already damp when being used on the 
works it is important to allow for bulking 
in proportioning the quantities. The 
allowance for bulking can be obtained 
within practical limits by shovelling the 
damp sand into a 12 in. by 12 in. by 
12 in. box, striking it off level, and pour- 
ing water in until the sand will sink no 
more. The volume occupied by the wet 
sand will then be about equal to that of 
dry sand. If the sand has sunk from 
12 in. to 9 in. in depth, then 9 in.: 12 in.:: 
12 in.:16 in., or 14 boxful, will be 
required to obtain the volume of damp 
sand equal to a boxful of dry sand. The 
percentage of water contained by the 
damp sand should be allowed for when 
adding the gauging water. This can be 
found fairly quickly by taking only 1 Ib. 
of the sand, provided it is a fair sample. 
and spreading and drying it on a large 

- metal tray, and then weighing it. The 
loss in- weight multiplied by 100 and 
divided by the weight when dry will be 
the percentage of water contained by the 
damp sand. The quantity of water for 
ordinary Portland cement is usually 21 or 
22 per cent. by weight, or from 2.35 to 
2.46 gallons per 112 lb. bag. With this 
information it is possible to estimate and 
control the quantity of water required for 
any proportions of these materials. These 
quantities will give the greatest strength. 
and only additional water for the degree of 
workability required need be added, bear- 
ing in mind that the extra water decreases 
the strength of the mortar. The sands for 
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rendering require very little, if any, more 
than that estimated in this manner. 


Typical Sands for Special Purposes. 

The typical gradings in Table No. 1 
have been selected to indicate the special 
purposes shown in Table No. 2, for which 
each sand is suitable. It is most impor- 
tant to use only clean sands. The shape 
of the grains should be examined, for 
rounded grains assist workability and 
should be used in mortar for brickwork, 
whilst sharp and cuboid grains assist 
adhesion and should be used for render- 
ing coats to walls. Splintered and 
laminated sands should not be used. All 
pointing to brickwork should be done with 
the same mortar as that used for bedding 
the bricks. Sound proportions for dif- 
ferent kinds of work are shown in column 
3 of Table No. 2 and stronger proportions 
should not be used.

SLUM CLEARANCE AND 
RE-HOUSING 


THE most recent figures showing the posi- 
tion of slum clearance and rehousing are 
summarised below :— 

CLEARANCE AREAS AND OnpeRs.—During 
March, local authorities declared areas com- 
prising 7,015 houses representing the displace- 
ment of 30,225 persons, as compared with 
5,088 houses and a displacement of 21,401 
persons in February. The Orders submitted 
during March covered 4,197 houses and the 
gy of 17,852 persons, as compared 
with 5,850 houses and the displacement of 
24,654 persons in February. The Orders 
confirmed during ‘March covered 3,388 houses 
and 13,762 persons, as compared with 2,832 
houses and 11,710 persons in February. The 
total number of houses in confirmed Orders is 
now 134,388, involving the displacement of 
579,910 persons. 

Renovusine Procress.—The latest available 
— are those for February. At the end 
of that month there were 58,276 houses under 
construction, as compared with 58,140 at the 
end of January and 56,549 at the end of 
December. Five thousand five hundred and 
fifty-three houses were completed during 
February, as compared with 5,761 during 
January and 5,450 during December. The 
great majority of these houses are being pro- 
vided for rehousing persons displaced in con- 
nection with slum clearance schemes. New 
houses approved during March numbered 
6,805, as compared with 7,798 in February 
and 6,627 in January.

It may seem strange that in this 
the middle of the Prenticth centorpy ae 
should be room for a new publication . 
building arranged on an encyclopadic ion 
The idea of a new and revised edition 
of some existing publication would be 
more easily understood. It is a fact, hoy. 
ever, that there is no other work of 
this nature which exactly fulfils the pang 
of these volumes, or one written from a a 
lar angle. The architect has been well served 
in the past, but the builder has had to explore 
strange country in a general search for de. 
tailed knowledge. The circumstances ap 
therefore, favourable for a major work of 
reference for the master builder and his 
leading craftsmen, and we feel that in the 
publication under notice they will find , 
response to a real need. 

The work is more than a catalogue of céld 
practical facts, for there is a clear desire to 
relate information to architectural thought. 
and a definite plan to emphasise the’ essential 
partnership between the architect and the 
builder. In such a form the work not only 
avoids the repulsion which a mass of techni- 
cal facts threatens, but actually attracts the 
student by the enthusiasm which sound 
editorship has infused into the form and sub- 
stance of the volumes. 

The work is generally illustrated in a 
style which is not likely to “ date,’’ particu- 
larly in respect of the photographs which 
form a considerable part of the illustrations, 
and the clear constructional diagrams which 
set down facts which are not likely to change. 
A useful feature, also, is a set of coloured 
plates. New methods and materials receive a 
proper degree of notice, though traditional 
methods naturally still hold a large field. 

That the architectural matter ‘should be 
presented here in a frank and sympathetic 
way is as it should be, because the more the 
architect enters into the building programme 
of the community, so much the more will the 
builder need to enter into the spirit of his 
approach to the subject of sound architecture. 

The work will be more appreciated by those 
who think broadly from this angle than by 
those with the narrow view that architects, 
engineers and other technical experts should 
keep their ideas to themselves for fear of 
their improper use by others. Mr. Blaxland 
Stubbs has collected round him a highly 
expert group of authorities on the. various 
phases of design, construction and manage 
ment. This includes Maxwell Aylwin, 
F.R.1.B.A., A. Edgar Beresford, F.R.1.B.A., 
R. V. Boughton, A.I.Struct.E., James 
Burford, F.R.1.B.A., W. T. Creswell, KC.

Scottish Housing. 

Mr. Jounston asked the Secretary of State 
let Scotland whether he was aware that 
between March, 1936, and March, 1937, the 
cost of materials required for Glasgow 
housing schemes had risen : timber, 45 per 
cent.; flooring, 56 per cent. ; British sheet 
lak "g4 per cent.; steel rods, 38 per cent. ;

Mr. Maxton asked what progress had been 
made since the passing of the Housing Act, 
1935, in combating the problem of over- 
crowding in Scotland; and in how many 
places had the wc grea day been fixed. 

Mr. Etxior said that since the passing of 
the Housing (Scotland) Act, 1935, tenders 
had been approved for 36,012 houses and 
24,377 houses had been completed. These 
houses were not specifically approved for sub- 
sidy ses under either the Act of 1930 
or the Act of 1935, but, under arrangements 
designed to secure that the most economical 
use was made of the new accommodation, they 
were used for slum clearance or overcrowd- 
ing purposes as local circumstances or needs 
might dictate. There was no record of the 
number of families actually removed from 
overcrowded houses prior to April 1, 1936, 
but from that date to February 28, 1937, 
6,444 families living in overcrowded con- 
ditions were rehoused. The appointed day 
under the Housing (Scotland) Act, 1935, had 
so far been fixed for only one area—namely, 
the Dysart Ward of the Burgh of Kirkcaldy. 
ba date fixed in this instance was May 15, 


Slum Clearance (Compensation) . 

Mr. R. Duckworts asked the Minister of 
Health how many of the houses condemned 
for slum clearance before the Housing Act, 
1935, came into operation were marked for 
compensation at site value and at market 
value, respectively; and how many since this 
Act came into operation had been so marked 
or allotted the well-maintained allowance. 

Mr. Hupson said that Compulsory Pur- 
chase Orders made by local authorities under 
Part I of the Housing Act, 1930, and con- 
firmed by the Minister up to July 31, 1935, 
authorised the acquisition of 25,376 houses. 
Of these houses 23,589 were classified as 
unfit for human habitation and to be pur- 
chased at site value, and 1,787 as not unfit 
and to be purchased at market value. The 
number of 1,787 included 538 houses origin- 
ally classified as unfit, and subsequently 
adjudged by the Minister to be not unfit. 
Corresponding figures for the period from 
— 1, 1935, to February 28, 1937, were 
25,132 houses, of which 22,593 were unfit and 
2,539 not unfit. The latter number included 

houses removed by the Minister on con- 
firmation from the unfit category. The 
Minister had given directions to local 
authorities to make payments in respect of 
2,659 well-mairtained houses.

Mr. Hupson said that no scheme for the 
erection of new buildings in Abingdon-street 
had yet been submitted to the First Com- 
missioner. Any such proposals must be sub- 
mitted to him by virtue of Section 8 of the 
London County Council (Improvements) Act, 
1900. In considering any scheme which might 
be submitted, the necessity for securing 
that the elevational treatment of any new 
buildings should be in harmony with the 
architecture and traditions of the neighbour- 
hood would, of course, be kept constantly in 
view. 


Iron and Steel Supplies. 

CotoneL BaLtpwin-Wess asked the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade whether, in view 
of the serious effect that any hold-up of any 
supplementary trade —_- must have on 
the 1,300,000 persons directly employed on 
building, together with the large number in 
auxiliary trades, he would take steps to see 
that an equitable share of pig-iron, scrap and 
steel was allotted to these trades by the Iron 
and Steel Federation consistent with past 
consumption. 

Mr. Runctman said that the efforts which 
were being made to ensure supplies of iron 
and steel, both from the United Kingdom 
and abroad, would, he hoped, go far to 
reverse the present difficulties of supply, 
and in the meantime he had no reason to 
think that the building and allied trades 
were not obtaining a reasonable share of the 
available supplies. 


INSTITUTION KITCHENS 


‘THe Plan and Equipment of Kitchen 
Offices in Hospitals and Other Institutions ’’ 
was the title of a Chadwick Trust lecture, 
iven by Miss R. Whitaker, principal of the 

loucestershire Trainin College of Domestic 
Science, at the Royal Souiear Institute, on 
Thursday, April 15. Mr. Lionel G. Pearson, 
F.R.I.B.A., occupied the chair. } 

The lecturer, in the course of her address, 
said while the principles were the same 
whether for the kitchen of the council house 
or for the great hospital or school, the result 
in the elimination of unnecessary labour, 
improvement in standard of output and of 
health and contentment of workers, was 
naturally immensely greater in the institution. 

The first essential was rational and informed 
planning, based upon certain simple prin- 
ciples, which, however, usually required the 
aid of the expert in their application, since 
probably no two sets of conditions were 
identical, and the alteration of the position 
of a single item of apparatus might destroy 
the efficiency of the whole plan. The essen- 
tials were that raw materials should enter 
‘the building as near as possible to the place 
where they would be stored until used. Each 
item which was to form part of the meal 
or meals undergoing preparation should 
travel steadily forward through the various 
processes of preparation, with no backward 
movements and as little cross-tracking of 
workers as possible, until the finished product 
was assembled in the hot or cold closets of 
the servery. 

The lecturer showed slides illustrative of 
the application of these principles in industry, 
and of their contravention in the kitchens of 
even modern institutions, where the plotting 
of the workers’ movements produced wild 
confusions of line such as might have been 
made by a mouse in a cage, and illustrated 
strikingly the waste of energy in walking 
alone. Slides showing a small kitchen, 
designed by a sub-committee of the National 
Council of Women, and installed by a London 
builder in houses selling at £500; of the 
kitchen of the hall of the Gloucester Train- 
ing College of Domestic Science; and of 
model kitchens for hospitals and _ schools, 
illustrated the simplification which scientific 
planning can effect.

Chimney Construction. 
[ANsweRs To ‘‘ Construction,’’ Aprit 16.] 


Sm,—The best method for your corre- 
spondent to adopt for preventing dampness 
penetrating between the damp-course of a 
chimney and the roof, is to build from 
1 ft. 6 in. below where the chimney first 
leaves the roof up to the damp-course (a 
double course of good quality slates for. 
preference) with cement mortar mixed with 
a good brand of waterproofing liquid or 
solution. The pargeing of the chimney fiue 
inside this portion of the brickwork should 
also be treated with the waterproofer. This 
method when properly carried out will prove 
effective for preventing the rain penetrating 
the triangle of brickwork between the 
horizontal damp-course in a chimney and the 
sloping roof.

Str,—The damp-course for chimneys should 
be below the exposed level, or the space 
between the damp-course and below the roof 
level covered by sheet lead. Owing to the 
drying when the fires are alight, small cracks 

easily form and joints open. Cement jointin 
materials are defective for this work, ad 
the only dependable covering material is sheet, 
le When it is nec for the damp- 
course to be well above the tile level, sheet 
lead should be used to cover the space 
between the damp-course and the tiles, or it 
should be overhung with slates or tiles, so 
that no brickwork or mortar or cement joints 


Hot-water System: Discoloration of Water. 
[Answers To “H, J. L.,”” Apri 16.] 
Srmr,—The discoloration of the water at the 
draw-offs in the existing hot-water system is 
most likely due to the utilisation of an acid 
water which has a chemical and corrosive 
action on the copper piping and cylinder in 
the installation. Given a totally inactive 
water there would be no discoloration, but 
when the water is at all acid and not 
properly treated to neutralise its acidity by 
the water authorities before distribution for 
usé, it is quite possible for-the hot water to be 
coloured a distinct green, this discolora- 
tion being usually due to free carbonic acid. 
In some cases this trouble has been due to 
temporary conditions arising in the newness 
of copper work in the installation before a 
protective film has had time to develop on 
the internal surfaces of the copper, but in the 
hot-water system described by your corre- 
spondent this is not the cause, because the 
copper cylinder has been installed in the 
p bge for approximately 12 months, and 
the discoloration has only been complained 
of during the last six months. On the other 
hand, however, certain instances of greenish 
coloured water have been observed in hot- 
water systems with copper piping, etc., after 
several years’ service, and investigation has 
revealed the fact that the water supply com- 
pany’s treatment beds had been allowed to 
get out of order. Although copper cylinders 
frequently have the inside coated with pure 
tin, experience has shown that it is better to 
treat an acid water properly for utilisation 
in a hot-water system. It is presumed that 
the cast-iron boiler in the existing system is 
fitted with one or more hand holes for 
periodical cleaning, otherwise rust may be 
carried into the copper piping and set up 
corrosion. Preferably, a copper installation 
might be used throughout. A. J. T, E. 


Srr,—The greenish ‘colour of the water is 
due to the action of the water on the copper. 
The remedy would be to have the water 
analysed, and from this adopt a suitable 
water treatment sufficient to make the water 


“ slightly hard and form a thin protective film 


onthe copper. A suitable compound or lime 
added to the water might do this.

MODEL CLAUSES 
Height of Buildings. 


Tue height of buildings is the next con- 


sideration for a Planning Scheme, and 
control in this direction is important if 
streets with good skylines are aimed at. 
The note accompanying the clause states 
that maximum height should not as a rule 
be lower than 50 ft. nor more than 100 ft. 
In many localities 50 ft. would be exces- 
sive, and would tend to dwarf other erec- 
tions and upset the harmony of the 
districts. The clause is quoted thus :— 
43 (1) No building shall be erected so 
as—- 

(a) to project above a line drawn 
from the centre of the street in 
front of the building at an angle 
of 56 deg. from the horizontal or 
if the street is of any one of the types 
described in the first schedule to this 
scheme at an angle of 45 deg. from the 

~ horizontal; or : 

(b) to exceed a maximum height of 

ft. measured from the mean level 
of the ground immediately surrounding 
the building to the highest point of the 
building; : 
Provided that for the purposes of this 
Sub-clause— 

(i) a street which was in existence at 
the material date and which has a less 
width than 30 ft. shall for the purposes 
of this clause be deemed to have a width 
of 30 ft.; 

(ii) account shall be taken of parapets 
but not of chimneys, or of ornamental 
towers, turrets or any other such archi- 
tectural features ; 

(iii) if a part of a building abuts on 
two intersecting streets, the height of 
that part of the building for a distance 
of ft. measured along the narrower 
street shall be determined by reference 
to the width of the wider, street; 

(iv) in the case of a place of assembly 
the council may permit either or both of 
the limits imposed by this sub-clause to 
he exceeded to such extent as they think 


fit. 

(2) This clause does not apply to the 
erection in use zone(s) _ of an indus- 
trial building or a special industrial build- 


ing. 

It will be observed that there are two 
limits, namely that of angle and that of 
height. (See Figs. 119 and 120.) 

By proviso (i) it is meant that the limit- 

ing angle for an existing street less than 
thirty feet in width is to rise from a 
point fifteen feet from the near edge of 
the street. With regard to proviso (iii), 
“D” of Fig. 121 indicates what is meant 
by distance. 
Proviso (iii) refers to the distance along 
the narrower side street to which the 
provisions of the wider street will apply. 
An alternative method of cpntrol is 
provided for by means of stating the 
maximum stories allowed, and _ the 
alternative clause is as follows :— 


5. Supplementary Clause 43a, (Number 
of stories in new buildings.) — 

No dwellinghouse erected in zone 

shall contain more than stories, 


exclusive of any story constructed wholly 
or partly in the roof and exclusive of any 
story, the floor of which is more than 
six feet below the mean level of the centre 
of the street in front of the building; 
Provided that, if in the case of a group 
of dwellinghouses in one continuous block 
it is desired to maintain the height of all 
the dwellinghouses forming the group at 
the same level, the council may permit 
any of the dwellinghouses to contain 
stories, exclusive of any story constructed 
wholly or partly in the roof, where the 
slope of the street in front thereof renders 
it necessary for the pu: 


For the purposes of this clause a dwell-

inghouse includes a building designed 

externally in the form of a dwellinghouse, 

though intended for use as a dwelling for 
more than one family. 
External Appearance of Buildings. 

Clause 44 gives the council power to 
disapprove the erection of a building on 
the grounds of unsuitability of appear- 
ance. An appeal can be made to a 
tribunal, which is to be composed of an 
architect or surveyor and a magistrate, 
in accordance with the stipulations of the 
fourth schedule. The decision of such 
tribunal is final and binding. In some 
cases it would be policy to submit all 
plans to the tribunal before the council 
approve or disapprove them. 

There are many persons of the opinion 
that appeal should be to a Court of Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction, where both sides could 
produce expert evidence. 

Clause 45 deals with the case of a site 
for a building which is only partly within 
the area of the Planning Scheme. The 
general sense of the clause is to give power 
of control to the area which contains the 
greater development.

It has to be borne 
in mind that further scientific investigations 
may in the course of time indicate directions 
in which the replies might be supplemented 
or modified. Moreover, the replies relate to 
the specific subject of each inquiry, and are 
not necessarily suitable for general applica- 
tion to all similar problems. 


nee _— and Soft Mortar in a Garden 
all, 

A firm of architects submitted samples of 
bricks and mortar taken from a boundary 
wall, a section of which is shown in the 
accompanying sketch. The mortar had failed 
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to harden, and the bricks showed- a green 
deposit on the exposed faces. The deposit on 
the bricks below the damp-proof course was 
heavier than that on the bricks above. It 
was thought that chemical action between 
the hricks and the mortar was retarding the 
set. A request was made for analysis of the 
bricks and mortar to determine the cause 
of the defects mentioned. 

Repty.—Considering first the green stains 
on the bricks, a superficial examination of 
the samples submitted showed that these 
were due merely to growths of algaet on the 
surfaces. Since growths of this kind appear 
only in damp situations it could be inferred 
that the wall was constantly damp—a con- 
dition to which, in fact, the absence of a 
damp-proof course at the top and the pro- 
jecting courses would conduce. The sugges- 
tion that this part of the trouble is associated 
with damp is ——— by the fact that

Algal growth of this kind occurs commonly 
on damp walls, and the primary precaution 
against its formation is to keep the wall as 
dry as possible by suitable design. In the 
present case the hottom courses could not 
keep dry, as one side was in contact with the 
soil. For example, had the pavement and 
garden been on the same level and a damp- 
proof course inserted one course of brickwork 
up, the conditions would have been less 
favourable to the growth.

To take next the mortar, examination of 
samples showed no trace of deleterious sub- 
stances which might have been derived from 
the bricks. The mortar appeared to contain 
sand of poor pute and non-hydraulic lime. 
If, in fact, hydraulic lime was originall 
employed, it can only be assumed that ail 
hydraulic properties had heen destroyed in 
slaking or by mixing the mortar too soon 
before use. 

_ A mortar of this kind has no chemical set; 
its. early Be ow is derived purely from 
drying out. t later stages some slight 
improvement may occur due to carbonation, 
but the final strength is in any case small. 
In a damp wall, such as the present can be 
assumed to be on account of the presence of 
algal growth, the joints would have no 
opportunity to dry out, and the mortar would 
remain much in the condition in which it 
was originally laid. Doubtless, the wet 
weather conditions during the winter months 
have made matters worse, and it is possible 
that during the summer the mortar can dry 
and harden, particularly if the precautions 
suggested above for the prevention of algal 
growth by structural means are carried out. 

It is, on. the whole, advantageous for mortar 
for brickwork to have a definite set apart from 
drying, and although a rich cement mortar 
is not advocated, an addition of cement to 
lime mortar is often desirable. A suitable 
mortar in this instance would be one consist- 
ing of non-hydraulic lime and sand, gauged 
with cement in the proportion of 1 part 
cement to 3 parts lime by volume. The 
proportion of sand to cement and lime 
combined should be about 3 : 1 by volume, but 
this would depend on the quality of the sand, 
the degree of workability required, and also, 
to some extent, on whether lime putty or dry 
hydrated lime were used. Although different 
limes vary considerably in workability, a lime 
putty, as a general rule, has a higher sand- 
carrying capacity than a hydrated lime. 

No analysis of the bricks themselves was 
carried out, since it was considered that the 
nature of the construction and the composi- 
tion of the mortar sufficed to account for 
both the defects reported. 


Condensation in Buildings. 

A firm of contractors referred to a recent 
note from the Information Bureau of the 
Building Research Station entitled ‘‘ Damp- 
ness in New Buildings’ (December, 1936). 
They stated that a building erected three 
years ago was still damp, and the dampness 
‘was thought to be due to condensation. Fur- 
ther information with regard to the causes of 
condensation was sought, and information was 
required as to the avoidance of the trouble 
in the future. 

Reply.—The occurrence of condensation 

nds wpon several factors, the most rele- 
vant being the amount of moisture in the air 
inside the house, the relative temperatures of 
the internal air and the walls, and the nature 
of the wall surfaces. 

Air absorbs moisture, warm air being able 
to absorb more than cold. Therefore, if in 
a house the air is warm it usually contains 
a relatively large quantity of water vapour, 
and if the house is damp the moisture ab- 
sorbed by the air may be almost the maximum 
quantity that it is capable of carrying. When 
this occurs the air is said to have-approached 
‘* saturation point.”” As warm air May con- 
tain more moisture than is necessary to satu- 
rate colder air a sudden cooling may result 
in the deposition of excess moisture as con- 
densation, +The higher the proportion of 
water contained in the air the less the fall 
= temperature necessary to cause condensa- 
ion. 

It follows, therefore, that if wall surfaces 

‘are kept at approximately the same - 
ture as the internal air, no deposit of con- 
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deusation can occur unless the internal air is 
almost ‘‘ saturated,” a condition arising for 
the most part only in kitchens and bathrooms. 
To keep the internal surfaces at about the 
same ture as that of the air, means 
wrens, walls with adequate thermal insu- 
ation. Corkboard, fibreboard, or a narrow 
sealed air are all insulators. 
Corkboard or fibreboard fixed to 3-in. battens 
plugged to the walls is a valuable addition 
to the heat insulation of cold walls. 

Heat and ventilation are effective means of 
preventing condensation both as removi 
moisture from the house and as warming an 
drying the internal surfaces. In certain 
weather conditions, such as when warm humid 
weather follows quickly a cold spell during 
which walls have become cold, condensation 
occurs in. most buildings without adequate 
heating. It is more apparent when the 
internal surfaces are impervious, for porous 
plaster surfaces treated with porous decora- 
tions such as distempers are able to absorb 
condensation unless the amount is excessive. 
Glazed tiles, concrete and impervious films 
such as paint, and glazed paper under un- 
favourable conditions permit the deposition 
of condensation as small globules of water. 
and in extreme cases the water may flow 
down or drip from the surfaces. 

Houses which are adequately warmed and 
ventilated, and have walls which en 
reasonable heat insulation are practically free 
from condensation. External walls of normal 
ll-in. cavity construction, the cavity being 
unventilated, usually provide sufficient pro- 
tection against this trouble except under 
abnormal weather conditions or when the 
heating and ventilation are deficient. 


Efflorescence on Red Floor Tiles. 

An architect reported that he was experi- 
encing trouble in one building from a white 
efflorescence which had appeared on a red 
quarry tile floor. The efflorescence could be 
removed by washing, but reappeared after a 
time. The tiles were laid om a solid concrete 
ground floor with no damp-proof course. The 
floor appeared to be perfectly dry, however, 
when the tiles were laid. One of the affected 
tiles was submitted for examination. Informa- 
tion was required with a view to remedying 
the trouble. 

Repty.—An examination of the tile which 
was submitted showed it to be fairly porous, 
but not unusually so. The efflorescence on 
the tile was insufficient to enable a chemical 
examination to be made, but in similar cases 

-the salts proved to be derived from the cement 

base and screed. It is considered that 
moisture, containing such salts, had been 
absorbed from the concrete and had evapor- 
ated at the tile surface, depositing the salts 
in the form of efflorescence. In this connec- 
tion it may be mentioned that floor surfaces 
may appear to be perfectly dry so long as 
the evaporation of moisture from the surface 
is more rapid than the penetration from 
below. It is therefore possible for efflores- 
cence to occur, even though the concrete floor 
appears to be dry. 

The tiles appeared hard and well fired, and 
it is not considered likely that the salts would 
cause disintegration. The prevention of the 
efflorescence is difficult, however, and it can 
only ‘be suggested that a polish be applied to 
the surface of the tiles, with a view to filling 
up some of the pores, and reducing evapora- 
tion. In the case under consideration a red 
polish should be more useful, as the colour 
in the polish will to some extent mask the 
white bloom present. 

A complete cure can only be effected by 
the insertion of a damp-proof course in the 
floor. Time alone will, of course, effect its 
own cure, for the trouble will disappear when 
all the salts have been brought to the sur- 
face, but this may be a very lengthy pro- 
cess. 


Mould Growth on External Distemper. 

An inquirer desired information on the 
cause of a mould growth which had occurred 
on new external distemper, and wished .to 
know of means by which such trouble could 
be avoided. The inquirer stated that the 
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house had been successfully distempered 
several times before, but.in the case under 
attention a discoloration began to appear on 
the exposed sides: of the house within six 
weeks of application. The suggestion had 
been put forward. that the new distemper had 
been infected before it was applied. In-

jas a likely cause of the trouble.

isk of fungus or other organic growth. 

Although cases such as that described. are 
not general, they are by no means rare, and 
several have been oy ring: in the last year or 
two. Possibly they have been more numerous 
owing to exceptional periods of humidity, 
which encourage the development of moulds. 

i per coatings, containing as they do 
nitrogenous organic matter (casein or glue) 
and vegetable oil, constitute a favourable 
medium for the growth of moulds. Infec- 
tion of the coating may be caused by air- 
borne spores, or, as is frequently the case, 
the growth may be active or weg incon- 
spicuous) in the structure before the dis- 
temper is applied. The development or 
otherwise of the growth in the coating is 

robably dependent chiefly upon external con- 
Sitions, especially humidity. 

There is no evidence that any one particular 
brand or consignment of distemper is more 
liable to become affected than another. It 
may be regarded as improbable, moreover, 
that the infection is conveyed to the work 
by the distemper itself. The paste distemper 
as manufactured and sold invariably contains 
an antiseptic, for if this were not incor- 
porated the material would quickly become 
mouldy in the tin. The antiseptic, however, 
is usually volatile or water-soluble, and 
although it will remain effective for a time 
after the coating is — to the wall, it 
eventually tends to asappeer, leaving the 
coating susceptible to attack. 

It is a matter of experience that successful 
treatment of an infected surface is difficult, 
and although it is possible to make sugges- 
tions, the results cannot be guaranteed. The 
growth on the surface of the distemper can 
be treated by scrubbing with clean water 
and then brushing on a solution of formalde- 
hyde, 1 part commercial formalin in 15 parts 
of water). This in itself may be sufficient to 
remove the stains and check further growth, 
unless the fungus is established deeply in 
and beneath the distemper coating, in which 
case it will be necessary to remove the latter 
and attempt to sterilise the wall itself. 

If this more drastic procedure seems un- 
necessary, the coating should be allowed to 
dry thoroughly after applying the formalin 
wash, before redistempering, which should be 
carried out in dry weather in summer to 
minimise the risk of reinfection of the new 

“coating.

laying, plastering and plumbing trades. Certi- 
ficates, of which we reproduce a specimen, 
are awarded to the winners and runners-up 
in each of these groups. 

Those who enjoyed the friendship of the 
late Kerner-Greenwood knew that he had a 
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great sympathy for young craftsmen aad 
lost no opportunity of encouraging them % 
enlarge their knowledge, especially by the 
study of good text-books, and for some years 
before his death he had tried to work ont g 
scheme for helping the right sort of men to 
obtain books that would be of the 
assistance to them. He had many disappoint. 
ments, for, as frequently happens, the worth 
men were shy to seek a assistance a 
many of those who had no such qualms were 
not of the type likely to benefit by it, 

The idea of reviving this scheme ag g 
memorial suggested itself to one of the 
directors of the donor firm as a consequence 
of the spirit of enthusiasm which wag g 
abundantly evident in his contacts with the 
staff and students of the Aldershot Centre, the 
instillation of which is not the least valuable 
part of the men’s training. : 

As the extended scheme of vocational train. 
ing is to be controlled by the Ministry of 
Labour, it seems likely that the Aldershot 
Centre, which is administered by the Army 
Council, will be broken up. If this proves to 
ibe the case, the diffusion of the staff amongst 
the new centres of training would help in the 
solution of the difficulties that are inevitable 
in the setting up of entirely new establish- 
ments, but to the outside observer it would 
seem a great pity that the impetus which 
derives from many years’ successful operation 
under the able direction of the Commandant, 
Lieut.-Col. Ben Hurst, and the team spirit 
that has been developed at the Aldershot 
Centre, should so be dissipated, and the 
authorities may decide, in their wisdom, that 
soldiers shall continue to receive their voca- 
tional training under the conditions that in 
the past have proved so beneficial to them.

From information received it would appear 
that the new Form of Sub-Contract which 
was agreed and launched by the Federation 
and the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers last year is Deane adopted 
throughout the country. It is hoped to 
secure the consent of the R.I.B.A. to an 
endorsement on the Sub-Contract Form indi- 
cating that it has their approval. Approaches 
have also been made for the form to be 
adopted, subject to certain modifications, for 
use in the Irish Free State. 

There is abundant evidence that the 1931 
Form of Main Contract is generally used by 
architects for contract work. Amendments 
are under consideration by the Contracts 
Tribunal, which exists for the purpose of con. 
sidering amendments. It is gratifying to 
record the increasing use of this form by 
public authorities, and the Federation is in 
touch with Government departments to 
secure similar recognition. 


One of the functions of the Contracts 
Tribunal of the R.I1.B.A. is the review of 
the contract form, and it has under considera- 
tion certain amendments which are shown by 
experience to be desirable. 


Evidence is to hand that contractors often 
demand production of sub-contractors’ work- 
men’s compensation insurance policy for 
endorsement before entering into contracts. 
In the view of the Federation, the produc- 
tion of the policy is sufficient evidence of 
insurance, and any endorsement is unneces- 
sary. 

The council of the Federation have had 
many cases reported of attempts on the part 
of contractors to impose on firms who are 
supplying (not Siinat got: the terms and 
conditions applicable to sub-contractors who 
supply anpD FIx. The Federation is constantly 
pointing out that those who supply goods and 
do not fix should refuse to accept the terms 
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of Clause 15 of the 1931 Form. Such goods 
should be purchased by the contractor on 
agreed terms, usual in the particular trade, 
to be dealt with by the quantity surveyor 
as described in Clause 24. 


The Federation has given its full support 
to the Arbitration Bill at present before 
Parliament. It will be recalled that this 
Bill provides that any agreement shall be 
void, in so far as it specifies that a party 
to the agreement or any engineer, architect, 
surveyor, officer, servant or agent employed 
by him shall be the umpire or sole arbitrator.

In view of the recent fluctuations in prices 
of building material, the Federation has had 
under consideration the question of whether 
to advise its members to employ a price fluc- 
tuation clause in contracts. It has been 
finally agreed to recommend the use of a 
clause which will cover wages and all 
materials. It is realised, of course, that cer- 
tain departures from the standard clause will 


-be necessary in order to meet the require- 


ments of individual sub-contracting trades. 


The views of constituent associations have 
been taken on the question of wages for 
workmen on Coronation Day, and the general 
opinion appears to be that workmen shall 
receive a holiday on full pay. 


It appears that certain firms of publishers 
are issuing brochures describing new build- 
ings, and bringing pressure to bear on con- 
tractors, sub-contractors and suppliers to 
induce them to take advertising space, men- 
tion being made in the brochure only of those 
firms who have advertised. The Federation 
strongly age such a practice. The 
R.1I.B.A. holds similar views, and has warned 
its members that if an approach is made to 
them that they should insist on mention 
being made of the contractor and all sub- 
contractors and suppliers, whether they 
advertise or not.
